Signs point to the steady growth of a sentiment in 
favor of the passage of a ship subsidy law by the next 
Congress. Congressman J. Sloat Fassett, of New York, 
speaking at a banquet of the Auburn Business Men’s 
Association, on Oct. 15, said that this question would be 
paramount in the coming session of Congress, and that 
there was every prospect of its being decided in tLe in- 
terest of a revival of American shipping. It is apparent 
that the strongest factor in promoting this change in the 
opinion of the American people has been the world cruise 
of the Battleship Fleet and the resultant evidence o2 the 
lack of an auxiliary merchant navy, a want from which 
this country would suffer in the event of a foreign war. 
When the Navy Department was assailed by the shipping 
interests for having chartered foreign ships to transport 
the coal for the fleet from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
the Department gave the unanswerable response that it 
was compelled to, as no American ships were procurable 
for the purpose. or, if at all, not within the restrictions 
of the law. This was a fact that had escaped many 
and the echoes of that reply of the Department are still 
reverberating about the country, and are destined to be 
heard in the halls of Congress before many days. This 
is one of the lessons indirectly learned from the cruise 
of the Battleship Fleet, one that was perhaps never 
thought of when the cruise was projected. It shows the 
wide ramifications of the influences set at work by that 
memorable voyage, and indicates that we cannot now 
estimate the effect of that cruise upon the future of this 
country. The movement for the resuscitation of our 
merchant marine could never have reached the heart of 
the American people as a mere business proposition as 
successfully as it has when allied with the future welfare 
of the Navy and the permanence and effectiveness of our 
system of national defense. If the Battleship Fleet’s 
cruise had done nothing else, it would have been worth 
all it cost for awakening the nation to a realizing sense 
of the necessity of placing the merchant marine in the 
position of a reserve for the Navy, after the manner of 
the commercial shipping of Great Britain upon which 
the government can call in the hour of need. 
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The needs of the Army in the matter of transportation 
also would be met by the proper development of the 
merchant marine. When Great Britain at the time of 
the Boer war found herself face to face with the unex- 
pected necessity of transporting quarter of a million of 
men to South Africa, she had the merchant ships at hand 
ready for that tremendous undertaking, which she was 
able to carry through with brilliant success. Some of 
the finest passenger steamships afloat were taken out of 
the merchant service and used for the transportation of 
the troops, and as a consequence the men reached South 
Africa in excellent physical condition, having had ample 
room on board the great ships, instead of being cooped 
up and insufficiently accommodated as the soldiers of 
the American Army of Invasion were on that eventful 
trip of 1898 across the few miles of water separating 
the United States from the island of Cuba. It can never 
be predicted when this country will be in urgent need of 
transports to carry large bodies of troops to distant 
places, and the only way to prevent the repetition of 
such scenes as characterized the movement of troops to 
Cuba in 1898 is to have a proper supply of merchant 
ships from which to draw when the occasion requires. 
It is not likely that many Americans know to what ex- 
tent the merchant marine of Great Britain is subject to 
military demands, but there is not a ship worth while 
in the merchant service-of England that cannot be 
quickly converted into an armed cruiser. Each mer- 
chant ship has decks made strong enough when first built 
to support guns, so that in case of emergency she will be 
able to take on her supply of cannon without any radical 
change in deck construction, Every ship has her sides 





. pierced for the reception of guns, and in the dockyards 


of Great Britain to-day are guns marked and named 
“Mauretania” and “Lusitania,” etc., ready to be placed 
at a moment’s notice on the decks of the giant ocean 
greyhounds of the Cunard Line, the holders of the world’s 
record for transatlantic speeds, and other large liners. 





If the pleasant duty were assigned us of laying out 
a course of reading for our anti-military friends, aboyt 
the first thing we should place before them would be 
the contrasts drawn by General Sharpe, Commissary 
General, U.S.A., in his book on the provisioning an army 
in the field, between the incapacity and blundering due 
to apathy in time of peace and the prompt transporta- 
tion of men and horses and stores by men who had been 
trained to that work in days of peace. Such contrasts 
are afforded by the Spanish and the Manchurian wars. 
The American landing of troops at Daiquiri in Cuba in 
June, 1898, and the first debarkation of the Manchurian 
war by the Japanese at Chemulpo in February, 1904, 
before they had had time to learn from the mistakes of 
war, furnish the comparisons. A correspondent counted 
twenty horses Janded by the Japanese in ten minutes 
and one a minute would be a fair average. Rice mats 
were thrown down to deaden the noise, while at the 
same time two streams of men fully accoutered were 
pouring over the two other temporary landing piers. 
In spite of the difficulties of a tide that rose thirty feet, 
the whole foree of 20,000 men, with 2,500 horses, sev- 
era! batteries of field guns, together with an enormous 
mass of stores, estimated at 100,000 tons, was thrown 
on shore in the space of barely a week without con- 
fusion or accident. This success was due to methodical 
peace training. In the years preceding the struggle the 
Japanese had carefully organized and practiced a thor- 
oughly efficient system of disembarkation, and when the 
day of trial arrived the difficult and complicated opera- 
tion was carried out without a hitch, with absolute pre- 
cision. Everything was in place and every man knew 
what was required of him. The immense bulk of a hun- 
dred thousand tons of baggage was cleared away as if 
by magic. Plenty of flat-bottomed boats were provided 
for landing the horses, and even signboards for the Jap- 
anese troop-boats and landing stages. 


Now, let the mind of the peace advocate dwell for a 
moment on the spectacle presented at Daiquiri, and if 
he does not experience a feeling oi mortification and 
shame his patriotism may indeed be questioned. The 
chief: essentials of the landing, horse-boats, were entirely 
denied to the brave men of the United States. In the 
absence of these boats and lighters, the horses and mules 
were made to swim to shore, being simply hoisted out of 
the transports and lowered into the ocean. As there 
were no available boats to guide them to land, about 
fifty animals swam out to sea and were drowned. In 
those circumstances, was it any wonder that the disem- 
barkation of horses, guns and stores was not completed 
for many days? The landing of the provisions was 
effected with such slowness that the troops from the out- 
set had to be placed on reduced rations, and throughout 
the disembarkation there was great confusion on the 
landing stage, which yeas congested with men and stores, 
as no officer had been detailed to assume control there 
or to act as base commandant. The disembarkation was 
practically unopposed, as the few Spaniards in the neigh- 
borhood of Daiquiri appear to have fled as soon as the 
American men-of-war opened fire. Every boat and 
launch, even from the ironclads blockading Santiago 
harbor, was requisitioned for the service, and by the 
splendid efforts of the American bluejackets, greatly 
aided by exceptionally fine weather, the infantry were 
got on shore during the first day of the disembarkation, 
two men, however, being drowned. ‘‘All these miscalcu- 
lations and errors came not from individual incapacity, 
but from an entire lack .of pre-existing and established 
system, and would have brought disaster to the very 
gates of the Republic if its forces had been pitted 
against an enterprising foe,” said Senator H. C. Lodge, 
of Massachusetts, in his book, “The War with Spain.” 
This is a record of the incapacity of the greatest nation 
at the close of the nineteenth century, but a similarly 
woful exhibition of the folly of expecting results in time 
of war from apathy in time of peace was shown in the 
Crimea, a picture of which is also presented by General 
Sharpe. 
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The most advanced posts of the British forces in the 
Crimea were never more than a day’s march from the 
sea, and it would have seemed simple to provide for 
the army in the field. Yet the entire plan utterly broke 
down. Tbe horses of the cavalry and artillery were 
destroyed by dcing common transport work, for which 
they should never have been used, and the army of the 
richest nation in the world, commanding the seas, starved 
almost within sight of its own ships. Carelessness at 
home in time of peace had to be atoned for by magnifi- 
cent courage and dogged determination on the part of 
the soldier at the cost of many lives. Out of all this 
needless sacrifice ef life came the creation of the Staff 
College, to which have been ascribed so many of the 
valuable reforms in the British army. In the Crimean 
War there were no great marches, no skilful maneuvers 
in the open field at long distances from the base. Out 
of this, if the nation had prepared itself in time of 
peace, it could have emerged with honor, but as it was 
the mistakes and blunders in actual war vitiated the 
work of the campaign and brought practically to naught 
the splendid courage and devotion of the individual man. 
In the recent joint maneuvers of the Army and the 





National Guard in Massachusetts the most important 
lessons, some observers think, were learned not in the 
handling of the men as fighters, not in movements to 
occupy this or that position, or to keep open a certain 
line of communication, but in the experience acquired 
as to the prompt transportation of the commissary sup- 
plies. This is a feature of campaigning that cannot 
be learned in time of peace without actual experience. 
The importance of the commissary end of a campaign 
can be learned nowhere better than by reading the re- 
port of General Chaffee, U.S.A., on the participation 
of the American troops under his command in the ex- 
pedition in 1901, to relieve Pekin, and on the difficulty 
of keeping the treops properly fed under the conditions 
of climate and roads which confronted the allies at every 
turn in those trying marches. 








The New York Sun prints a letter from a Washington 
correspondent respecting the representation of the [n- 
fantry at the national capital, which is so excellent in 
spirit, so sound in logic, and so clear in expression that 
we are constrained to give it much space elsewhere in 
this issue. Hardly any candid student of military af- 
fairs will deny that if Infantry is the chief arm of our 
system of national defense, there is no more fitting place 
for it to be represented in a manner adequate to its 
importance than at the seat of government, where the 
foreign ambassadors and ministers form most of their 
impressions of the country. Very appropriate to the 
arguments of the writer in the Sun is this observation 
of General Kuropatkin in the second volume of his work 
on “The Russian Army and the Japanese War’: “As 
in former wars, so in Manchuria was the heat and bur- 
den of the day borne by our infantry, and there is no 
doubt that in the future infantry will retain its name 
as the principal arm. The importance of other arms 
depends entirely on the extent to which they assist in- 
fantry to defeat the enemy, for the latter is the final 
arbiter of victory or defeat.” However other arms may 
dispute with the Infantry for precedence, there can be 
no doubt of the sound reasoning of the Sun’s correspond- 
ent as to recognition the Infantry should receive. 





In a lecture recently delivered in New York Mr. 
Hudson Maxim, who is’an authority on explosives, said: 
“We cannot make a high explosive which shall be so 
powerful and destructive when employed in aerial bombs 
as to fulfil the expectations and predictions of the over- 
sanguine aerial war prophets. Flying machines will 
never be able to work wide destruction by dropping 
explosives from the air. Even large quantities of high 
explosives dropped from an aerial fleet upon battleships, 
coast fortifications and in the streets of large cities 
would not be widely destructive.” It is well to have 
such testimony as this to offset the foolish talk of the 
cheap writers upon subjects they do not understand, 
and will not condescend to study, their sole idea being 
to live by the sensations they seck to create, taking 
advantage of the crude notions of the average man upon 
professional subjects. These writers do incalculable 
harm by disseminating the idea that we can substitute 
laboratory experiments and sensational inventions for 
military preparation, the necessity for which is demon- 
strated to the entire satisfaction of all men who make 
a study of the subject 

Professor Meyer, of the University of Berlin, at the 
meeting of the New England History Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation, held in Bosten, Oct. 16, referring to the trouble 
between Austria and Servia, declared that it was Ger- 
many’s great army that held back the European powers 
from a general conflict, and he paid tribute to the cour- 
age of the Emperor. ‘“No,” he declared, “a great army 
is the best guarantee of peace. Beware: of sentimental- 
ism, which shuts out the realities of life. What nations 
need is the constant acquisition of strength that makes 
for progress and civilization.” In saying this Professor 
Meyer undoubtedly speaks for the class of professional 
educators in Germany, to which he belongs. He adds 
further testimony to that we have heretofore given to 
show that the German military system rests upon the 
solid foundation of popular approval. 


The agitation of the matter of premiums on bonds of 
Army and Navy officers has finally led on to a decision 
by Comptroller Tracewell that Army officers employed 
on the Panama Canal must, after Aug. 5, 1909, pay 
such premiums. Heretofore they have been paid, if re- 
quired, out of appropriations for the prosecution of the 
work of construction. With the heavy premium exacted 
by the bonding companies, some of the Army officers 
employed on the Isthmus will suddenly have an annual 
tax running up into three figures. There are four or 
five who will have to pay out on this account from $300 
to $400 a year. Fair play would suggest that Congress 
take this burden off men who are risking their lives in 
a work of such great importance. 











The auxiliary Cesar has arrived at Manila safely 
with her deck load of submarines, consisting of the 
Adder and Grampus. These submarines are now added 
to the Shark and Porpoise, that were sent over last year. 
The submarine flotilla for the defense of the Philippines, 
and especially of Manila harbor, is now fairly formid- 
able. The boats will be employed for some time in 
special work connected with the mine planting system 
arranged for the mouth of Manila Bay and also of the 
entrance to Subig Bay. The Cesar will return this fall 
with a large cargo of hemp, which she will take to 
Boston to be manufactured for Navy uses. 
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Some who read an editorial in the issue of Aug. 28 


of the Lantaka, the newspaper of the 23d U.S. Infantry, 
published in Zamboanga, capital of the Moro Province, 
Philippine Islands, may find cause to regret that it was 
not more clearly phrased, since to the undiscriminating 
reader it may seem to carry a protest against our occu- 
pation of the Moro country and an appeal to let the na- 
tives work out their own salvation, a view which, of 
course, no representatives of the Army would deliber- 
ately express, their business being not to shape but to 
carry out policies of the government. Altogether the 
editorial takes a more optimistic survey of the field than 
the annual report of Col. R. W. Hoyt, as governor of 
the Moro Province, of which mention is made elsewhere. 
The Lantaka has for its editor Chaplain J. H. Suther- 
land, U.S.A., and for manager-treasurer Capt. Hugh A. 
Drum, 23d U.S. Inf. The article to which we have re- 
ferred bears the heading “The Wider View.” and says: 
“The Moro presents a separate and more hopeful prob- 
lem than the Filipino. Too many of our people have 
failed to entertain a rational conception of the real 
object of our occupation of the Moro and wild tribes’ 
country. Soldiers especially are strangely myopic on 
this point. The sole reason for the ‘shooting up’ of the 
Moro is occasioned by the attacks on our men for the 
purpose of securing guns. It is hard to get it past many 
of our men that we cenld save the soldier and the gun 
and millions of money by moving our troopy away from 
the natives and leaving them to a liberty they have en- 
joyed for a thousand years. If we are interested only 
in saving government property and protecting ourselves 
from attack, it would seem to be the part of wisdom 
to seek some safe place in Texas and stay there. The 
Moro has more strength of character than any other 
representative of the Malay race. His habits and cus- 
toms are in most cases destructive of the higher mental 
and moral attainments, and yet in spite of the Oriental 
ennui in which he has so long wallowed, there is that 
in many of them which excites oar highest admiration. 
His undaunted courage, indifference to suffering, and 
his supreme regard for ancestral pride, compels us, in 
spite of our prejudices, to acknowledge the full meas- 
ure of the man. <Any policy that netted more lands and 
fewer Indians was regarded as successful; whereas here 
any sort of colonial success must put ten Moros where 
we now have one. The larger purpose of our presence 
here is beginning to be insisted upon. <A more careful 
discrimination will follow in our punitive operations. It 
wili be made to appear to our officers and men, and to 
the Moros themselves, that it is quite as intolerable to 
destroy the life and property of a poor, ignorant and 
innocent native simply because he happens to live in 
the same barrio with a bad man as it would be to hang 
all the occupants of a New York apartment house be- 
cause a horse thief is discovered on the top floor.”

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It is hard to retain one’s belief in the high order of 
intelligence which is supposed to characterize the man- 
agement of the newspapers of the country when one 
reads in the Evening Telegraph, of Salt Lake City, that 
“in our country the Army generally is made up of the 
unfortunate, and those who have lost their grip on life 
and for one reason or another wish to bury themselves 
in the Army.” This remarkable assertion appeared in 
our Utah contemporary on Oct. 2. If this opinion ex- 
presses the sentiment of the city’s population, which 
we are sure it does not, it would be in order for a mili- 
tary tournament, such as that given at Toledo, Des 
Moines, Omaha, and other places, for educational pur- 
poses, to be held at Salt Lake, for certainly the inhabi- 
tants are much in need of enlightenment. If the editor 
who made that statement had witnessed the parade of 
the American soldiers and sailors in the Hudson-Fulton 
land parade in New York city he would have found that 
the men wearing the uniform of the defenders of the 
country compared most favorably with the young men 
witnessing the sight from the sidewalks and the grand- 
stands, and that they were in no respect to be classed 
with the tramps or other unfortunates who may wish 
to bury themselves in the Army. Any editor fit to write 
for a daily newspaper should know that no recruit is 
admitted to the Army or Navy who cannot pass an ex- 
amination which shows him to be an exceptionally fine 
man physically and unless his moral character is certified 
by three reputable citizens. and he has not been con- 
victed of any crime. In the military tournaments held 





in American cities in the last few years the people, 
through the municipal authorities, have paid glowing 


tributes to the sobriety, courtesy and intelligence of the 
Regulars whom they met in the tournament camps, on 
their streets. in places of entertainment and in other 
relations. We commend to the attention of the Salt 
Lake editor the circular from the Department of the 
Missouri, appearing in another column of this issue, 
which publishes letters from the Chief of Police of 
Omaha and others, bestowing praise upon the men of 
the Army for their mode] behavior during a week’s stay 
in that city. And it is worth while to suggest that the 
“unfortunate and those who have lost their grip on life 
and wish to bury themselves in the Army.” ete., do not 
conduct themselves in such a manner. 





With the completion of the Hudson and the Verrazano 
monuments, New York will be the only city in the world 
to enjoy the distinction of having monuments to two 
discoverers of the same thing at different times. This 
unique prospect leads the fancy to picture the time when 
the North Pole shall become the center of a fiourishing 
civilization and when the partisans of the explorers of 
to-day will erect monuments to Peary and Cook as the 
“first discoverer.” But why does New York limit its 
generosity to explorers to the discoverers of the Hudson? 
It has a monument to Columbus, but the friends of 
Leif Ericson. Cabot and Amerigo Vespucci may awake 
to the necessity of honoring them similarly, and in a 
few years we mav see four monuments on Manhattan 
Island to the “first” discoverer of America. The friends 
of Vespucci have a better claim than those who favor 


Verrazano as the discoverer of the Hudson, for the 
continent is named after Amerigo (Americus). It may 


be questioned whether the willingness of the metropolis 
of the United States to make itself a museum for rival 
monuments adds anything to the reputation for dignity 
of the chief city of America. The proposal recently 
made by a Catholic bishcp that Columbus be canonized 
may result in time in the elevation to sainthood of other 
discoverers, since the private character of Columbus. if 
some historians are to be believed, was no better than 
it should have heen. If the opinions of the people who 
inhabited the islands of the West Indies at the time 


they were discovered by Columbus could be obtained, 
they would probably go far toward yitiating his right 
to canonization. According to Prescott, the natives 
were living in a state of almost Acadian innocence and 
peace when Columbus appeared among them, but no 
sooner had he fastened upon them the government of 
Spain than they were hunted by tax gatherers and offi- 
cial plunderers til] they took to the caves and woods 
io escape their pursuers. Eugene Lawrence, in his his- 
tory of Columbus, which was published some years 
ago, gave him a character which jin many ways 
suggested anything but the high qualities which go to 
make up a saint. One of the reasons advanced by this 
prominent Roman Catholic dignitary is that Columbus 
discovere] a “vast treasure house of souls and gold.” 
If this be one of the chief claims to canonization, there 
is little likelihood of either claimant to the discovery 
of the pole being made a saint.

The 
ride was made on Oct. 12, 13 and 14 from Omaha. Lieut. 
C. W. MeMillan, M.R.C., and Lieut. Troup Miller, 7th 
Cay., aide-de-camp to General Morton, accompanied the 
officers. The ride was completed in five and one-half 
hours the first day: six and one-half hours the second 
day, and seven hours the third day. General Morton 
led the column each day on his handsome Iowa charger, 
and no officer in the party returned in’ better physical 
condition than the General. The ride began from Clark 
and Twenty-fourth streets, Omaha, following up the 
Florence road to Fort Calhoun, a distance of fifteen 
miles, and return onee each day.

The interest in temperance shown by Major Gen. F. 
PD. Grant, U.S.A., by his recent participation in an anti- 
saloon parade, may be proof to the most rabid opponents 
of the canteen that one who is in favor of the Army 
canteen, with its inducement to rationality in drinking. 
may yet be a bitter opponent of the saloon itself. <A 
former commissary on the U.S. battleship Massachusetts 
told us that during the Hudson-Fulton celebration in New 
York he watched carefully the sailors from the foreign 
warships, where the drinking of liquor is permitted on 
board ship, to see whether they showed in their personal 
appearance or in their conduct any signs of the evil 
effects of the ship canteens. but he said he could not 
see that they were any less manly and well behaved 
than the sailors on ships where the canteen was pro- 
hibited. “The canteen on board ship,” he explained, 
“is really an effeciive means for preventing drunkenness, 
for it uses the very appetites of the men to control them. 
Fer example, when I was commissary, if any man 
offended by overdrinking he was denied the privileges 
of the canteen for a certain length of time, and men 
who came aboard ship intoxicated by liquor drunk on 
shore were harred from the canteen as a punishment. 
It wasn't long before the overdrinkers came around and 





learned to drink so much and no more, thus having 
tanght them the first lesson of self-control. Such 


punishments of men hy means of their own appetites is 
now wanting, and consequently sobriety suffers.” 





The San Francisco Chronicle of Oct. 7 “The 
people of Oakland on Tuesday did a handsome thing, 
which deserves more than a passing notice. As was 
necessary and proper, the President was escorted in the 
parade on the other side of the bay by a detachment of 
United States troops.

An officer sends us this fish story: “An unusual and 
exciting battle huge devilfish and a_ shark 
took place off the Quartermaster Dock, at Fort De Soto, 
a few weeks since: A yawl was moored at some distance 
from the dock, and its strange antics attracted the 
attention of the captain of the Shippe.

The report of the Commissioner of Pensions shows 
that there are still on the rolls 593.901 survivors of the 
Civil War out of the total of 951,687 pensioners, a net 
decrease of 5,493 during the year. Still there is an in- 
crease in the amount paid out for pensions due _ princi- 
pally to the large number placed on the roll under the 
Act of Feb, 6, 1907, granting $12, $15 and $20 monthly 
to survivors of the War with Mexico and the Civil War 
on reaching the ages of sixty-two, seventy and seventy- 
five, respectively, and the increase under the second 
section of the Act of April 19, 1908, to widows of per- 
sons who served in the Civil War and to the increase 
of the rate of pensions of certain widows, minor children 
and helpless minors. ‘The total paid out in pensions in 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1909, $161.973,703, is the 
largest amount ever disbursed in one year. The num- 
ber of new pensioners added to the roll was 46,088; 
stricken from the rolls. 51,181, of whom 32.831 were 
survivors of the Civil War.

“4 Friend of the Army,” writing from Washington 
to the New York Sun, presents an argument on behalf 
of the Infantry, which appearing as it does in a popular 
medium will, we hope, attract the attention it deserves. 
This writer calls forcible atteation to the fact that the 
Infantry is the only branch of the military service, in- 
cluding Army and Navy, that is not represented in or 
near the capital. He says: 

“The sailors are at the navy yard, marines at the 
marine barracks, engineer troops at Washington Bar- 
racks, and Cavalry and Field Artillery and Signal troops 
at Fort Myer; the Coast Artillery is at Fort Washing- 
ton and other points along the coast, and the organized 
militia is represented by the several] regiments of the 
District of Columbia National Guard; and finally, in the 
State, War and Navy Building and its several annexes, 
the headquarters of every special staff department and 
auxiliary corps of the Army and Navy has its permanent 
abiding place. * * It is through no conceivable 
danger to the capital that the question of an Infantry 
garrison for Washington arises. The lack of such a 
garrison at the capital is characteristic, unfortunately, 
some think, of the national attitude toward foot troops. 
This is not a sign of democracy; it is a sign almost of 
aristocracy. Our somewhat remarkable military policy 
has, until recently at least, led to a belief, almost as 
wide as the country, that the only thing necessary to the 
making of the foot soldier is to put the average citizen 
into uniform and provide him with a weapon. Not in- 
frequently there has been less regard displayed for the 
weapon than for the uniform. Whatever the causes 
there is a growing belief that the condition is unfortu- 
nate and that no greater military fallacy ever sprang 
into existence. Yet it is a fallacy of long growth with 
us, notwithstanding that our military history, and in- 
cidentally our pension roll, show the tremendous loss of 
life and money of its preservation. Out of this has 
zrown, moreover, a natural fecling that these auxiliary 
arms are in the nature of corps @ elite, something better 
and more essential than foot soldiers, something to be 
maintained always in proportion far beyond what they 
enjoy in any other country of the world. However 
natural, the experience of other nations and our own 
proves that also a fallacy, and an unfortunate one for 
our national well-being. * * wy 

“‘The infantry,’ says Hohenlohe, a German military 
authority, ‘is the army.’ Hohenlohe was an officer of 
artillery, but there was no question in his mind concern- 
ing the place of artillery in an army. With every other 
branch except infantry it was simply an auxiliary, simply 
an aid to the infantry. It was never an army in itself, 
nor could it in combination with any other troops ex- 
cept infantry make up an army. Hohenlohe’s judgment 
is accepted and confirmed by every military authority 
without exception. Everywhere these things | are ac- 
cepted truths. Even with us they are accepted in theory, 
though in effect denied in practice. * * * 

“Our legislators as a rule are not military students, 
and, like other men, are susceptible to the impressions of 
their surroundings. At the capital they may see, and at 
times do see, permanently stationed there every branch 
of the military arm of the Government except the Regu- 
lar Infantry. They meet there representatives of every 
arm except Infantry, and they are exposed to the influ- 
ence of the headquarters of every staff department and 
corps and of every arm that has its headquarters in 
Washington, And the part of the Army they see here 
unconsciously becomes to them the Army itself. They 
zo to the navy yard and learn of what the Navy is 
doing. They listen to the marine band or see the ma- 
rines on parade. They may go to Fort Washington or 
elsewhere and see the tremendous machinery of destruc- 
tion that we have prepared to annihilate an enemy, 
provided always he approaches from the right direction ; 
and to Fort Myer and see exhibitions of riding and artil- 
lery driving that are perhaps unequaled élsewhere. But 
they see no Infantry. Not being widely read in military 
history, they go away with the impression that every 
real soldier rides a horse or is mounted on a caisson 
of a three-inch gun. Some military minds believe this is 
bad for the Army itself and worse for the country at 
large. : 

“Again, Washington is the habitat of military attachés 
of the principal nations of the world. They are here 
solely for the purpose of observing our military methods 
and discovering our military policy. The same military 
minds believe that the knowledge of the national attitude 
in this respect, of the national failure to appreciate what 
really makes an army, must be extremely comforting to 
them and their governments. i 

“At least two or three years in the tropics out of every 
five or six stare the real soldier in the face, not counting 
always unexpected side trips to the West Indies thrown 
in to reduce the period of home service. Some part of 
every branch except the Infantry goes to Washington 
during the too brief home period, but the Infantry never 
goes there. Purely as a station for troops it is daubt- 
ful if Washington can be regarded as the best of stations 
under any circumstances. Nevertheless it is the center 
in a large degree of the national life, and the army, 
owing allegiance to no state having as a rule no home 
outside of the army proper, is perhaps more than any 
other part of our people interested in the national life 
that it represents. There is no doubt that all like to go 
to Washington from time to time if for nothing more 
than the experience, if for nothing more than to see the 
governmental wheels go round, or at least to see at close 
hand how the power that makes them go is applied. 
Many of the Infantry feel hurt when they realize that 
this opportunity never comes to them while given to 
every other arm that perforce they must regard simply 
as auxiliary to them. To the Infantry. this appeals al- 
most as a part of a national plan to keep it in the back- 
ground, to lower its tone and to make it a part of the 
service for which it is necessary to apologize except when 
some real soldiering is to be done. 

“War is serious business for all concerned, and every 
man must expect hardships and suffering, and sickness 
and death, and must expect work of the hardest and most 
soul-trvying nature. But all of this comes upon the In- 
fantryman in proportion far beyond the share of the sol- 
dier of any other arm. The Infantryman marches upon 
his own feet and carries his own load. After the battle 
has begun it is he who is pushed forward in the face of 
the enemy’s fire. with only such shelter as he can find or 
dig with his own hands while still going forward. * * * 

“The Infantry knows that of the dead and wounded 
that are to result more than eighty per cent. will be from 
its own ranks. It knows that if the battle is won the 
price of victory has been paid by the Infantry, and that 
if it is lost the blame will fall on the Infantry. And it 
knows finally, even in advance, that to go on under these 
conditions, already worn to the point of exhaustion by 
ferced marches that have preceded the supreme effort, to 
move forward against a withering fire, running, walking, 


crawling, digging, yet always going forward, means alto- 
gether a kind of morale and a kind of spirit and a kind 
of determination that other arms need know little of. 

“But that is war. Yet even in peace the Infantry 
does always its share of work and sometimes more, With 
us, for instance, since the Spanish War, the Infantry 
has had more than its proportion of difficult service. The 
Infantry does not complain of this or seek to avoid it. 
On the contrary, it believes that most of the difficult 
service of the day is properly infantry service and that 
it should fall upon the Infantry even more largely than 
at present. But it believes that this should be recog- 
nized and that there should be enough infantry troops 
provided for the proper performance of Infantry work 
and enough infantry to perform it without the wear and 
tear that are now driving Infantrymen, not merely the 
old and infirm, but the young and once strong, to the 
retired list, prematurely wrecked in health, or in some 
instances sending them, unnecessarily perhaps, to early 
graves. Those who know this believe that an Infantry 
garrison in Washington would help in building up the 
sentiment that is essential before relief can be expected. 
But they believe also in a matter they regard as of al- 
most equal importance that it would help to do away 
with the conditions that inevitably must tend to lower 
the tone of the Infantry arm. It is a dangerous matter 
when anything operates even in effect to lower the tone 
of any part of an army. It is particularly dangerous 
when this part is the Infantry, recognized everywhere 
else actually and with us theoretically as the army. The 
result in this case is inevitably to lower the tone of the 
whole army. oii 

“The Infantry is proud of its own efficiency. It is 
proud even of the spirit that it has been able to maintain 
in spite of existing conditions. But it realizes that 
these conditions force upon it a difficult struggle and it 
is therefore in self-defense that it urges in every proper 
way its claims for just recognition. But it is unselfish 
even in defending itself, since it knows that demoraliza- 
tion of the Infantry means demoralization of the Army. 
It was with this knowledge that the Infantry contended 
for equalization of pay and strives for equalization of 
opportunity. The detail of officers to various duties 
throughout the country spread unconsciously and neces- 
sarily a sentiment that is fixed by the proportion of the 
arms these officers represent. The Infantry wants its 
proper share of such details for this reason, and it wants 
sufficient numbers to be able always to meet the demands 
that such details create. It believes that an Infantry 
garrison in Washington would help in the establishment 
of its rights in this respect as well, and it is hard to 
deny that its aspirations are founded on correct military 
principles and hotiesty of purpose and simple justice.”

CAUSE OF COMMISSARY FAILURES. 


So much value has been attributed to the experiences 
of the American soldier in fighting Indians on the 
frontier after the Civil War that it comes in the nature 
of a surprise, if not of positive shock, to be told that 
it was the erroneous idea of warfare in certain respects 
created by those frontier affairs that caused one of the 
principal failures of the American Army in the Spanish 
war. But this is what is told us in the introduction to 
the second edition of “The Provisioning of the Modern 
Army,” by Brig. Gen. Henry G. Sharpe, Commissary 
General, U.S.A., just from the press of the Franklin 
Hudson Publishing Company, Kansas City, Mo. ‘“Fol- 
lowing the Civil War frequent operations on the plains 
against hostile Indians led to erroneous notions as to 
the ease of subsisting armies. Officers in those opera- 
tions obtained most excellent training in the duties of a 
Cavalry screen of an advance guard of a modern army, 
but nothing more. Such officers, when drawing lessons 
from their persona] experiences, may be disposed to 
think that all wars can be made somewhat after the 
fashion in which operations were conducted against the 
Indians, when very small bodies of troops, rarely num- 
bering more than a few hundred, had to be supplied, 
and when, of necessity, as the operations took place in 
a country devoid of provisions, all supplies had to be 
taken with the command. This fact must account for 
the impossible orders relating to transportation and 
rations published during the Spanish war and their 
dissimilarity to those published at the close of the Civil 
War, after the armies had been four years in the field. 
The lack of Civil War literature or other American 
literature relating to subsistence, and the erroneous 
lessons drawn from the personal experiences of the 
officers on the plains, combined to produce practically a 
failure of the supply departments of the American Army 
in the war with Spain, which failure, had the war been 
of greater magnitude, might have resulted in a national 
disaster. 

“After the formation of a General Staff and the es- 
tablishment of a War College, the subject of supplies 
in war began to receive the consideration it demands.” 
Officers of the departments here criticised may not 
relish being singled out, since they may point to other 
departments of the Army that did not measure up to 
what was expected of them in the Spanish war. Much 
of the blame for this condition of ignorance on commis- 
sary matters is properly laid at the door of previous 
generations, which contributed so little to the store of 
literature on those subjects. With the exception of 
General Sherman, no American military writers have 
made any extended reference to the workings of the 
Subsistence Department during the Civil War, although 
that Department, toward the close of the conflict, was 
working with a smoothness that called out the praise 
of many competent observers, both of the United States 
and of Europe. General De Chanal, of the French army, 
who visited the United States in 1864 for his govern- 
ment, to observe operations, says in his book on the 
war, “It would be difficult for a commissariat service 
to work more smoothly and certainly than does that of 
the American Army, especially as that army is unable 
to live on the country and must carry its own supplies.” 

In his annual report, Secretary of War Stanton, in 
1865, in speaking of the Subsistence Department and 
of the manner in which the troops were subsisted in the 
field, said: “During the war this branch of the Service 
never failed. It answers to the demand, and is ever ready 
to meet the national call.” Military writers in Burope 
have often shown that the failure of provisions is the 
greatest deprivation that can occur to any army, that it 
destroys discipline when it is most necessary and that 
it can ruin the very best army in a short time. During 
the campaign in Portugal, a French sergeant, wearied 
of the misery in which the army was living through the 
lack of provisions, persuaded about a hundred men to 
desert and become marauders. The sergeant gained the 
expressive, if contemptuous, name of “Marshal Stock- 
pot,” and his band hecame so bold and impudent that 
the French commanders were compelled to detach a 





force to storm their stronghold and exterminate them. 
_The volume of General Sharpe here referred to is re- 
vised and rearranged by Capt. Frank A. Cook, Comsy., 
assistant to the Commissary General. Among the head- 
ings of the chapters are Mobilization and Concentration, 
Tnitial Supply at Base, Emergency Rations, Reserves 
of Ovens and Cooking Apparatus, Number of Wagons 
Required, Methods of Obtaining Supplies Locally, ete. 





COMMISSARY GENERAL’S REPORT. 


Brig. Gen. Henry G. Sharpe, Commissary General, 
U.S.A., reports that he expended during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1909, all but $161,829.99 of $10,659,- 
213.84 derived from an appropriation of $7,382,951.45 
and receipts amounting to $3,226,262.39. He issued 
27,263,444 Army rations, costing an average of 21.0488 
cents; 2,126,140 Filipino rations, costing 13.10 cents 
each, and 10,904 emergency rations, costing 33 cents 
each. The losses amounted to $134,733.68 from wastage, 
losses in issue and transportation, climatic deterioration, 
property worn out in service; $221.83 from theft, and 
$63.51 from fire. For ice $47,246.08 was expended. 
Numerous articles were purchased in Manila, frozen beef 
and mutton in Australia, potatoes and onions in 
Japan. What promises to be a successful effort to 
grow potatoes and onions in Benguet Province is under 
way. Four crops a year can be raised. The Moros are 
natursi agriculturists and labor is plentiful and cheap. 

Continuous baking ovens are to be installed at perma- 
nent posts. No design of a field bake oven has yet 
been developed. The fireless cooker has been perfected. 
he kitchen tourist car, the detachment mess car and 
portable gas cooker have been thoroughly tried and 
found satisfactory. The cooker was designed by Major 
R. Krauthoff and Capt. F. W. Stopford. These devices 
save time. effect economy and enable the soldier to enjoy 
well-cooked food, and at the same time to be comfortably 
served. They have revolutionized the old system of 
providing for subsistence of troops traveling, and are a 
solution of what has been for years a difficult problem, 
In times of war or emergency these cars and the gas 
cooker can he used for hospital purposes. 

Post commissary sergeants are being trained as 
bakers and cooks. The graduates of the training schools 
number 421 bakers and 891 cooks. From Fort Riley 
23 officers have been graduated. Officers in the cooking 
conrse are assigned to duty in pairs in the instruction 
kitchens, and assist the cooks on duty in the preparation 
of meals; and in the baking course instruction has been 
extended to include baking in open trenches and im- 
provised earth ovens, as well as several types of experi- 
mental field ovens. A regular course of instruction and 
recitation in handling accounts, figuring out ration returns 
and savings was instituted during the year. An officer in 
charge of one of the training schools for bakers and 
cooks took a course of instruction in fresh beef inspec- 
tion at the Chicago stock yards last year, so that he 
could improve the course of instruction regarding beef 
inspection at the school. Officers have during the year 
attended four conventions of those interested in the im- 
provement of agricultural and dairy products, viz., Capts. 
IF. J. Koester, F. A. Cook, James A. Logan, jr., Edward 
Anderson and Col. A. D. Kniskern. 

The present garrison ration is almost universally ap- 
proved. Practically the only change urged is that flavor- 
ing extracts and spices should be stricken off and the 
syrup portion largely reduced, and that the money 
amounts of these articles be applied to the acquisition 
of additional quantities of butter and milk. This could 
be done by executive order, and would not increase the 
cost of the ration. To comply with the pure food law, 
it is provided that purchases from company must be 
made from the commissary. ‘This, added to the provi- 
sion forbidding bartering of stores purchased or drawn 
from the commissary, removes practically all the abuses 
complained of in the past and makes the ration all the 
more effective. 

The new system of cost keeping devised by this office 
has now been in operation for over a year, has had a 
thorough trial, and proved satisfactory. A scheme by 
which it is possible to eliminate the abstract of issues 
from paper accountability has been worked out, and it 
is expected that it can be put in operation before long, 
which will be a great saving in labor in this office, at 
posts and elsewhere. :

CAMPAIGNING IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


To those who think that strenuous features of cam- 
paigning have heen taken out of the lives of our troops 
in the Philippines we would recommend the report of 
the punitive expedition of Company B, 23d Infantry, 
under command of Lieut. William H. Noble, in the 
Davao District, Province of Moro, P.I., Island of Min- 
danao, following the mutiny in that district. As a 
result of the expedition three of the remaining five 
mutineers were surprised and killed by a detachment 
under Lieutenant Noble, who was accompanied by 
Governor Walker. The expedition was one of the most 
hazardous ever undertaken in the Moro country. There 
were ten men in the detachment, besides the C.O. It 
began to rain as soon as the men entered the mountain 
jungle and rained incessantly during the rest of the 
march. ‘Traveling through such a jungle is most diffi- 
cult at the best of times, and during a heavy rain the 
task is little short of stupendous. The trail was ex- 
tremely slippery, and in many places the soldiers were 
compelled to climb for many miles, pulling themselves 
up by means of vines and underbrush. The mountain 
streams were torrents, and there were several narrow 
escapes from drowning. Once they had to pass over 
a hogback, a quarter of a mile long, where it was im- 
possible for two men to walk abreast, and where if a 
man fell off the path he would be dead before reaching 
the bottom. So great was the danger here that some 
of the less sure-footed were compelled to crawl part of 
the distance. At noon on July 17 the Bagobo scouts 
informed Lieutenant Noble they had arrived in the 
vicinity of the mutineers’ hiding place. The guides were 
sent out to note the exact position of the mutineers, 
and the rest of the day the detachment lay concealed 
in the brush. At three o’clock the following morning 
the guides reported they had located the fugitives about 
one hour’s march away. They were occupying two 
small shacks. Noble immediately ordered the march, 
and just at daylight arrived within a hundred yards of 
the first shack. after cutting through the jungle with 
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great difficulty. The plan was to capture the three men 
in the first shack without firing, if possible, in order that 
the two ocenpying the shack in a ravine, 200 yards away, 
might not escape. One of the mutineers was awake and 
on guard, and Sergeant Lee, who was at the point of 
the advance, motioned to the man to drop his gun and 
keep quiet. The man fired at the sergeant. The Amer- 
icans opened fire as Noble, Walker and the detachment 
emerged into the clearing. The fight was soon over. 
Two of the mutineers were killed instantly and the 
leader, Pedro Iso, mortally wounded. None of the 
American troops was hit. A rush was then made for 
the shack in the ravine, but the birds had flown. The 
detachment was completely played out. Part of the 
rations had been lost, and during the last two days of 
the hike the men suffered for lack of food. The expedi- 
tion arrived at Digos the night of July 22 and took a 
launch for Davao, after having traveled 169 miles, over 
almost impassable trails for a large part of the distance, 
in seven marching days. They passed through country 
never before visited by white men, and while on the 
expedition made a complete circle of Mts. McKinley 
and Apo. At Zamboanga, the capital, Governor Walker 
said that too much credit could not be given Lieutenant 
Noble and his excellent soldiers for their work. Noble 
worked day and night, hanging on to the trail of the 
mutineers with the tenacitv of a bloodhound, following 
them from place to place. The Lantaka, of Zam- 
boanga. published a report that Lieutenant Noble would 
succeed Governor Walker of the Davao District. 


PAY FOR SERVICE IN RANK ABOVE GRADE. 


From an officer of the Army we have received a copy 
of an argument he has submitted to the Auditor for 
the War Department to controvert a claim of over $600 
made against him for the extra pay he received while 
exercising command beyond his rank. Similar claims 
exist or have been stopped against a great number of 
officers, who are subjected to the misfortune of being 
called upon for similar refundments. Many Volunteer 
officers drew pay under similar conditions, and, of course, 
having been mustered out of the Service, will never be 
eompelled to refund, which is clearly an injustice to 
officers of the Regular Service. Having set forth at 
length the special merits of his own claim, this officer 
says in his brief: “Aside from any merits that may be 
claimed for this individual case, there are broad prin- 
ciples of justice and equity toward which some steps 
for their maintenance should be made by the Govern- 
ment. For example: Had no steps been taken by me 
to open up my accounts, the Government would never 
have taken any toward the collection of $637.98. As 
I did take such steps through ignorance of the true 
conditions, and as such stoppage has been made against 
me, I am placed at a disadvantage in comparison with 
hundreds of other officers who have overdrawn pay 
under exactly similar conditions, but who will never 
be required to refund under the present ruling. Plainly 
this is an injustice to me. On the other hand, each 
and every one of these officers has filed against him a 
perpetual claim now lying dormant, but coming to life 
as soon as a complete settlement of his accounts is 
made by the Auditor, due to either his putting in a 
claim or to a settlement of his accounts should he die 
in service prior to retirement, in which case the over- 
drawn pay would be deducted from his estate, thereby 
entailing more or less hardship on his family. 

“IT am also of the opinion that neither the Congress 
ef the United States nor the Supreme Court of the 
United States ever intended to pass a law or interpret 
a Jaw so passed in such a way that the validity of a 
man’s claim to emoluments should rest upon a_ techni- 
eality of assignment rather than upon service performed 
for the good of his country, that is to say—quoting 
my own case as an example—had I been taken from 
Company A of the 18th Infantry and assigned to com- 
mand Cempany F of the 18th Infantry, and from 
Company A, 6th Infantry, and assigned to command 
of Company C, 6th Infantry, my claim to additional 
pay would have been complete and valid regardless of 
the amount of service I performed while in command of 
said companies. Such a ruling does not appear to me 
just and equitable.” 

It certainly is neither just nor equitable, but the 
Treasury Department does not strive for justice nor 
equity. its effort heing to see how much it can withhold 
from officers by narrow interpretations of law. The 
notice received by our correspondent. and, we presume, 
by all of the officers similarly situated, reads as follows: 
“The amount due the Government should be refunded 
within sixty days. In the event of your failure to make 
such refundments, a formal settlement will be made 
charging you with said sum on the books of the Treasury 
Department. and all papers will be referred to the 
Comptroller for such action as he may deem proper, 
with a view to the collection of the amount of your 
indebtedness.” 

We discussed this subject very fully a year ago in 
our issue of Oct. 3. 1908, page 113, and again last 
week, page 135. Congress wili be asked to remedy the 
matter by inserting a provision in the next Army 
Appropriation Act, to the effect that all payments for

MACHINERY FOR 26,000-TON BATTLESHIPS. 


To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Since the Navy Department has decided not to employ 
the combination of the reciprocating and turbine engine 
in the new battleships, it is to be hoped the Department 
will adopt the best arrangement of turbine, or with four 
propellers, so as to enable the engines to be run at the 
highest speed possible under the conditions. The ar- 
rangement proposed is the most economical type for 
ships largely engaged in cruising at slow speeds with 
low revolutions of engines, as well as for the highest 
speed in vessels of this class with revolutions still below 
those necessary for the best results in turbines, together 
with offering the further advantage of being better 
adapted for maneuvering. . 

It is also to be hoped a vertical water-tube type of 
boiler, which has shown its superiority over the hori- 
zontal water tube in the Invincible class, will be in- 
stalled to generate steam for them; that is, a boiler of 
this tyne which, in addition to its superior safety char- 
acteristics when driven. will supply dry steam so as not 
to impair the blades of the turbines. A_ vertical water- 
tube boiler, with its high furnace, will also be more 


economical, as the gases will have more room for com- 


plete combustion before entering the space between the 
tubes, together with reducing, if not entirely doing away 
with, smoke and its accompanying evils.

COMMUTATION OF RATIONS. 


To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Through the medium of your columns I would like 
to draw the attention of the authorities who regulate 
such matters to the inadequacy of the allowance of $1.50 
per day commutation of rations now made to enlisted 
men traveling under orders without troops. 

The fifty-cent ‘meal station” has become a thing of 
the past on the majority, if not on all, railroads, and 
may be eliminated from consideration on through trains. 
The soldier is perforce dependent on the dining car, in 
which the charges are usually seventy-five cents for 
breakfast and one dollar for dinner and supper on the 
table d’hote plan. If the “diner” is run on the a la 
carte system prices are so arranged that the cost of a 
meal is about the same as table d’hote. The traveler 
cannot very well bring the economical “shoe-box luych” 
into a sleeping car, as it is objectionable to the class 
of people who use such cars, and is, I believe, prohibited 
on some roads. For a journey from San Francisco to 
New York the writer received five days’ commutation at 

7.50. ‘The actual cost of three simple meals 
per day was $14.50 for the trip, a net loss of $7. Civil- 
ian employees of the Army traveling under orders are 
allowed $4.50 per day for meals alone (A.R. 736, as 
amended), and it would seem that in fixing this allow- 
ance the authorities would take into consideration the 
fact that the non-commissioned officer traveling under 
similar circumstances cannot procure his meals for less, 
and must meet the difference out of his own pocket or 
go hungry; unless it be intended that he shall eat with 
the cooks and waiters after the civilian passengers have 
been fed. Under any circumstances, however. why 
should the non-commissioned officer receive less than a 
civilian employee?

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FOREIGN NAVAL NOTES. 

Germany’s second super-Dreadnought, hitherto known 
as the Ersatz Oldenburg, was launched on Sept. 30 at 
Wilhelmshafen, and was christened the Ost-Friesland. 
She is a sister ship to the Helgoland, which was launched 
on Sept. 25, and so far as is allowed to be known she 
seems to be the equal of Great Britain’s Neptune. Both 
the Helgeland and Ost-Friesland are destined for service 
in the North Sea Squadron. It is expected that they 
will be ready to go into commission in the summer of 





With the addition of the Nassau and Westfalen to the 
High Sea Fleet, the change of the principal base of the 
German navy will be transferred to the North Sea, 
where Wilhelmshaven has been developed into a first- 
class naval port. 

A telegram from Berlin stated that the new German 
cruiser Mainz, fitted with German turbine engines, had 
beaten the speed record for German cruisers with a 
maximum speed of twenty-eight knots, 

‘The Neptune, Great Britain’s eighth battleship of 
the Dreadnought class, or eleventh, including the three 
battleship cruisers represented by the Inflexible, which 
participated in the recent Hudson-Fulton celebration 
at New York, was successfully launched at Portsmouth, 
England, by the Duchess of Albany in the presence of 
a great concourse. The bulkheads of this super-Dread- 
nought are unusually heavily armored. The Neptune 
has a displacement of 20,250 tons, length 510 feet and 
beam 86 feet. She is consequently ten feet longer and 
two feet wider than any of her predecessors. She ex- 
ceeds the Dreadnought type by 2,270 and the Bellerophon 
by 1,650 tons. She has turbine engines of 24,000 indi- 
eated horsepower, giving a speed of twenty-one knots 
an heur. Her ten 12-inch guns will be of the new fifty 
caliber pattern, which has a greater range and penetra- 
tion than the 12-inch guns now in use. 

The Dreadnought has one large and one small mast. 
The later British ships have been given two tripod masts, 
so that fire-contro] stations could be arranged to effec- 
tively contre] all the guns of the ship—for whatever 
purpose mounted. In future ships it is expected’ that 
not more than one mast will be erected, and this will 
be used chiefly for wireless telegraphy purposes, although 
fer the present it may also carry a contro] platform. 


Two terpedohboats rigged out as targets for night firing 
have been added to the British Home Fleet, and it is 
expected that Admiral Sir William May, like his pre- 
deceasor, Lord Charles Beresford, has determined to 
make a practical attempt to improve the efficiency of 
the night firing of all the ships under his command. 

The British 13.5-inch naval gun is to be tried by firing 
at the old battleship Edinburgh. 

It is stated unofficially from London that the con- 
struction of a battleship cruiser for the British navy 
will be begun at Devonport in November. The vessel will 
have engines of 70,000 horsepower, which is 4,000 horse- 
power greater than the engines cf the Mauretania 
develop, and she will be capable of making thirty knots 
an hour at top speed. This, says the Standard, means 
the revolutionizing of warship design, and will prac- 
tically make obsolete as first class cruisers such vessels 
as the Geod Hope and Devonshire, which could be over- 
taken and blown to pieces before they could get in range 
themselves. 

The Statistical Report on the Health of the Navy for 
the year 1908, which has just been issued, shows a con- 
tinuous improvement in the general health of the German 
fleet as compared with the preceding five years. The 
only injuries in action reported were two sailors, mortally 
wounded by arms-running dhows on the Makraan coast. 
The approximate ratio of diseases and injuries in the 
German navy is 547, and in the British 693 per thousand. 
The larger ratio in the British navy is accounted for by 
the greater proportion of ships employed in the tropics. 
The German ratio for ships in the Mediterranean amounts 
to 984 per thousand, against 680 British. The ratios 
of venereal diseases show a large British excess, 124 
per thousand, against 59 German. Elaborate prophylac- 
tic measures against venereal diseases are taken in the 
German navy, while the men in the British fleet are 
virtually left to take their chance. 

The collision between the Italian cruiser Amalfi and 
the torpedo cruiser Coatit, which occurred during the 
recent naval maneuvers, appears to have had a more 
serious result than was at first stated. The Coatit was 
struck sideways by the Amalfi, whose bow tore a large 
hole in the vicinity of her boilers. The two commanders 
had ordered engines to be reversed, otherwise the ‘impact 
would have had much graver consequences. The acci- 


dent occurred in the presence of the King, who was 
much impressed. In order to keep the Coatit from sink- 
ing the pumps were worked, and an attempt was made 
to tow the vessel to Naples. But as the ship was 
gradually settling down she was run aground about a 
hundred yards from shore. 

The news that next month the Mediterranean and 
Northern Squadrons of the French navy will be renamed 
the “First” and “Second” Squadrons, and will be liable 
to be interchanged from one station to another, has 
caused consternation at Toulon, which has hitherto been 
the headquarters of the more important Mediterranean 
Squadron. 

Ancona has heen selected as the site of the new naval 
base Italy is to establish on the Adriatic. It is to be 
made to accommodate battleships of 20,000 tons or over. 
The port of Zara, in Dalmatia, has been recommended 
by the Austrian Naval Commission for the purposes of 
an Adriatic naval station. The numerous islands in 
the vicinity will be converted into fortresses. 

The Italian naval authorities fired a standard torpedo 
against the 11,000-ton condemned battleship Francesco 
Morosini, striking it at a depth of three meters below 
the water line. The result was a hole of over fifty square 
meters in area. It is considered that the result of this 
experiment will be the building by Italy of a new type 
of vessel, very swift and with a main armament of tor- 
pedoes, torpedo tubes being fitted in a very much larger 
quantity than in any existing vessel. 

'The torpedo cruiser Admiral Spaun, the first Austrian 
vessel to be fitted with Parsons turbines, will be launched 
on Oct. 30. Its stipulated speed is 26 knots per hour. 
Its length is 410 feet, beam 46 feet, draft 15 feet, ap- 
proximate displacement 3,500 tons, armament 3.9-inch 
guns, two 1.45-inch quick-firers and three submerged 
torpedo tubes. <A sister ship is included in next year’s 
program of naval construction. The first of a new 
series of torpedoboats which are being built at Trieste 
for the Austrian navy maintained an average speed of 
28.08 knots during a three-hour trial run. The contract 
speed is 26 knots. 

The Russian battleships Ekaterina II. and Tchesme 
have been stricken from the lists, and will be broken 
up and sold. : 

The Brazilian cruiser Barrosa, in Shields Harbor, 
England, had at last accounts nineteen cases of beri-beri. 

It is intended to equip all submarines of the British 
navy with a life-saving helmet, which consists of a short 
tunie of waterproof material, to which is united a helmet 
containing cartridges of a certain chemical substance, 
which, in the presence of water vapor of the breath, 
gives off pure oxygen, and takes up the carbon dioxide 
of the expired air. For use in conjunction with the 
helmet a submarine is fitted with air traps, open at 
the bottom, and in which are suspended helmets for 


each one of the crew; each helmet is arranged 
with the dress tucked up inside it, and if the 
hold is flooded, or the air becomes charged with 


chlorine gas, those in danger can get under the 
steel screens and stand up with their heads and shoulders 
in the air trap and out of reach of the water. The 
putting on of the helmet and jacket is a matter of a 
few moments, the appliance being dropped over the head 
and the arms inserted. The tap admitting air to the 
oxygen-producing cartridge is then opened, and a supply 
of oxygen sufficient for half an hour or more is ensured. 
The apparatus erables the wearers to escape to the 
conning towers with safety, or, in case of the sinking of 
the boat with the conning tower open, to find their way 
to the open hatchway, and quickly float to the surface. 
The dress will enable the wearer to float without diffi- 
culty so long as the supply of oxygen holds out. In the 
ease of the hoat becoming disabled when submerged and 
refusing to rise to the surface, the crew are able to don 
their helmets and then to flood the compartment, when 
the hatchway can be opened, and the way of escape 
to the surface provided. 

In the London Military Mail, Fred T. Jane says: 
“The new German Dreadnoughts seem to be somewhat 
of a fizzle. They have a fine anti-torpedo armament, 
but so far as hig guns go they are not equal to our 
Dreadnoughi, they bear no more on the broadside, and 
the guns are smaller. As a matter of fact, the ships 
are merely glorified copies of past German battleships. 
The ships now being launched are another pair of 
shoes. They carry 12-inch guns, and, so far as is known, 
three in a turret. There are four turrets in the center 
line. At least, that is the design. In practice it is quite 
likely to whittle down to something less fearsome. One 
way and another, we have very little to fear from Ger- 
man designs. Far mere dangerous is German gunnery. 
A German gun is, gun for gun, better than ours are. 
They were the first people to go in for breechloaders. 
and they got a lead which they have never lost. We 
have a better breech mechanism, but in the matter of 
construction a Krupp gun is better than a wire gun, 
for it is easier to shoot straight with it, on account of 
the system on which it is bvilt and the distribution of 
pressure. here is no ‘wobble’ of the muzzle. In addi- 
tion, the Germans pay great attention to their gunnery 
—quite as much as we do. They do not seem to be 
better shots—but as their guns are easier to shoot 
i with at long ranges their average is extremely 

igh. 

The Paris edition of the New York Herald publishes 
an interesting article from its correspondent at Kiel on 
the good qualities ef the German bluejacket, whose alert- 
ness and wide information, he says, are very noticeable. 
He learned that on the main deck of the Preussen, flag- 
ship of the second squadron. and on the other vessels, 
too, there hang pictures or diagrams of British ships 
for the instruction of the crews, who know all] about 
these vessels, and are able to discuss their characteristics 
and compare them with their own ships. 

The Inflexible’s race for a record on the homeward 
journey bade fair to be successful at the start, but an 
accident or the service of less experienced men, who 
took the places of some sixty of the engine-room force 
who are reported to have deserted at New York. com- 
pelled a slowing down from the twenty-six knot pace 
set out with, and the battleship-cruiser finished at Spit- 
head under ordinary conditions on Oct. 18. 

Four large steel tanks for the storage of 20,000 tons 
of oil fuel for ships of the British navy have been in- 
stalled on the Port Victoria bank of the Medway, about 
three miles from Sheerness. and already there has been 
discharged 6.000 tons of oi] fuel into two of the tanks. 
It is proposed to construct a berthage station, 400 feet 
in length, at a depth of water sufficient to allow the 
largest ships in the navy to go alongside at any stage 
of the tide to take in fuel, which will he conveyed to 
the berthing stations in mains fitted under a gangway 
connecting with the shore. For the present, hoses 600 
feet in length will be used for the discharge of oi] fuel 
from the oil steamer and for drawing its supply for 
war vessels from the tanks. 
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Capt. Mason M, Maxon, U.S.A., retired, military in- 
structor of the Clifton Cadets, the boy battalion of 
Cincinnati, whose success, to which we have before re- 
ferred, has attracted the attention of educators in that 
part of Ohio, in announcing the coming year’s program, 
on Sept. 1 last, calls attention to the educational value 
of the outings enjoyed by the lads, in contrast with the 
outing of the untrained boy who goes out for a day and 
comes back with only vague and scattered ideas of what 
he has seen. The battalion, which has grown from 69 
to 95, visited Fort Thomas, where the work of the sol- 
diers was intelligently explained to them; the parade of 
Decoration Day was made a source of instruction to 
them in steadiness of marching, etc.; they received a 
stand of colors at the Zoo in the presence of a large 
throng, and they marched in the turners’ festival at the 
Carthage fair grounds, and in the turner parade in Cin- 
cinnati, -each outing serving as recreation and instruc- 
tion. With each appearance in public the movements 
of the battalion improved as a result of ability to profit 
by mistakes. In no case has it been noted that the ex- 
uberant spirits of boyhood have been checked; the effect 
has been simply to direct this vast juvenile energy and 
enthusiasm into channels for effectiveness, just as a 
river that overflows its banks and wastes its force in 
being scattered over a wide area is made more useful 
when its energy is controlled by levees and banks. Even 
the solemn occasion of a funeral was made impressively 
instructive for the boys. Cadet Oscar Sauer met an ac- 
cidental death and the cadets were called upon to march 
with colors draped and dirges playing, while a boy 
Lugler sounded taps above their comrade’s grave, “thus 
teaching them most impressively,” Captain Maxon says, 
“the true comradeship to be gained in a soldierly organi- 
zation.

The annual report of Lieut. Comdr. Lay H. Ever- 
hart, U.S.N., retired, as superintendent of the New 
York Nautical School, praises the new courses in steam 
and electricity, and says that their value cannot be over- 
estimated. “The master of a ship who has no knowl- 
edge of engineering is completely at the mercy of his 
subordinate in that department, and a chief engineer 
who has no knowledge of the requirements on deck can- 
not give the most efficient service.” For the last calen- 
dar year there were admitted ninety-two pupils, mak- 
ing the total attendance 179. Six cadets were dis- 
missed for serious offenses. The general health of all 
on board was very good for the whole year. During 
the recent cruise the underclothing was found to be too 
heavy for very hot weather and caused much discomfort. 
Light underwear is now included in the clothing list. 
In April the Newport was put in active service, re- 
placing the St, Mary’s as a schoolship. In her first 
cruise as a training ship of the Board of Education of 
New York, which was to England in June, the Newport 
showed she had very superior sailing qualities and is 
very economical under steam. To Richard B. Ald- 
croftt, jr., chairman of the executive committee on the 
Nautical School, and to Comdr, G. C. Hanus, U.S.N., 
former superintendent, are extended thanks for foster- 
ing interest in the school. The new year has begun 
with a larger number of students than ever. The sur- 
geon’s examinations showed that the boys gained ten 
pounds in weight, nearly three and a half inches in 
height, and more than three and a half inches in chest 
measure, between entrance and graduation. 








In the hearing of the suit of the Government against 
the E. I. du Pont de Nemours Powder Company, under 
the Sherman Anti-Trust law, Alfred I. du Pont, vice 
president and treasurer of the company, testified that the 
United States Government, France, the Du Pont Com- 
pany and French companies making military powder 
had entered into an international agreement as long ago 
as 1889, by which the United States Army and Navy 
obtained a special powder made by a secret process, upon 
which royalties had to be paid to the foreign owners of 
the formula. Mr. Du Pont said that in 1888 he him- 
self had gone to France at the request of the Govern- 
ment. Asked for what purpose, he replied: “The 
United States Government had been informed that the 
French powder used in the army and navy there was 
giving better satisfaction. I was to ascertain if some 
arraygement could be made whereby the powder for the 
United States military authorities might be improved. 
I had a letter from James G. Blaine, requesting the 
American Minister at Paris to use his influence with 
the French government so that the information could 
be obtained.” ‘As the result of that did you make 
contracts with French companies, controlling secret 
processes for making smokeless powder, at the request 
of the United States?” “Yes, though I personally op- 
posed it, because I believed we were making as good a 
powder in this country.”

A question of civil and military jurisdiction was 
raised in Manila in connection with the arrest of H. G. 
Smith, a special policeman on the city police force. ‘The 
military authorities alleged he was a deserter from 
Rattery D, 4th U.S. Artillery, after committing larceny, 
his name then being given as Joseph C, McCartney. 
Smith claimed that he never was a soldier in the Amer- 
ican Army, and his counsel asked for a writ of habeas 
corpus on the ground that the military authorities had 
no right to hold a civilian not in the military employ 
or coming under the jurisdiction of a military court. 
Lieut. Col. Arthur C. Ducat, 20th Inf., commanding the 
garrison where Smith was held, set up in court the 
claim that the certificate of the Commanding General 
of the Division, to the effect that the prisoner is held 
for trial for a military offense, is a conclusive return 
to a writ of habeas corpus. Colonel Ducat was accom- 
panied in court by Capt. Charles D. Roberts, Acting 
J.A., Department of Luzon.

in Cleveland, Ohio, Oct. 19, returning to Washington 
after a tour of the lakes which left him somewhat as- 
tonished,” says the Cleveland Leader. “He saw 10,000 
tons of ore loaded in a steamship in thirty-seven minutes. 
Captain Winterhalter. who inspected the local hydro- 
graphie office during his stay, is urging the substitution 
on the lakes of the hydrographic charts for the United 
States engineers’ charts, which are laid down on the 


polyconie projection, as against the Mercator projection 
on the hydrographic map. Of all the groundings re- 
ported for 1908, he says, 40 per cent. were on the lakes, 
and 58 per cent. of them could have been avoided. That 
the fixing of the North Pole is not such a difficult matter 
as has been stated appears from Captain Winterhalter’s 
offer to supply an acquaintance here with all the instru- 
ments necessary for the purpose—consisting of about 
four sticks and a tape line. If the shadow of the stick, 
measured in two-hour intervals, so travels about the 
stick as to produce a circle, the pole is found. The other 
sticks may be used for purposes of correction, in case 
the first is not located precisely at the pole.” 


B. F. Barnes, the Postmaster of Washington, died sud- 
denly Wednesday evening while visiting at the home of 
his father-in-law, Jacob Fresch, the venerable chief clerk 
in the office of the Adjutant General of the Army. Mr. 
Barnes rose through various grades of the civil service 
to the position of assistant secretary to the President 
during the Roosevelt administration. By his orders 
Mrs. Minor Morris, a sister of Representative Hull, of 
Iowa, chairman of the House Military Committee, was 
expelled from the executive offices and taken to a police 
station, her offense being that she desired to see the 
President. The incident caused a great deal of indigna- 
tion throughout the country, and was the subject of an 
investigation by a Senate committee. Mr. Barnes was 
appointed Postmaster of Washington by Mr. Roosevelt. 
Aside from his connection with the Morris episode, he 
was regarded as an estimable man. 








The application for a patent for a buoyant self-raising 
safety chamber for submarines, a description of whose 
salient features was given in these columns several 
months ago. has been granted to Capt. Anthony J. 
Griffin, New York city, late of the N.G.N.Y. The appli- 
eation has been pending for several years. The chief 
feature distinguishing this chamber from any other 
safety device is that it requires no preparation for 
rising to the surface. As soon as ‘an accident happens 
to a submarine endangering the crew, they take their 
places in the chamber, which is released by a pinion 
and immediately rises to the surface. Other devices 
have called for a man to be left behind to release the 
apparatus, but the Griffin invention does away with the 
necessity of leaving behind a “last” man. The inventor 
claims that his device would have saved the loss of 
life which has attended accidents to submarines, 





Wilbur Wright has been steadily conducting his 
school of aviation at College Park, Md., and has this 
week satisfied all the conditions of his contract and re- 
ceived a check for $20,000, which will be followed in a 
few days by another payment of $10,000. Lieutenant 
Lahm, Signal Corps, and Lieutenant Humphreys, C.E., 
have become so proficient in controlling and directing 
the aeroplane that they have been able in the past week 
to make long flights. which compare favorably with 
those made by the Wrights. On Thursday Lieutenant 
Lahm held the levers throughout a continuous flight 
lasting thirty-three minutes.

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Rear Admiral Gottfried Blocklinger, U.S.N., who re- 
tires for age on Oct, 23, 1909, is a native of Ohio and 
a graduate of the U.S. Naval Academy, class of 1868. 
He served with the Pacific Fleet during 1868-72, on the 
Kearsarge; Asiatic Station, 1873-6, and was on torpedo 
duty during the summer of 1877. He was on the Enter- 
prise during a survey of the Amazon River, 1877-8, and 
on the Adams, of the Pacific Station, 1879-82. He 
subsequently served in the Coast Survey, Hydrographic 
Oftice, Lighthouse Department, on the Alliance, of the 
Asiatic Squadron; the training ship Richmond, and was 
on the Yorktown, of the Special Service Squadron, from 
April, 1892, to October, 1893. He was next on duty as 
ordnance instructor at the navy yard, Washington, from 
October, 1833, to 1895, and was on the Boston from 
May, 1895, to November, 1896. During the war with 
Spain he was executive officer of the U.S.S. Charleston. 
He was in command of the naval recruiting rendezvous 
at Chicago, of the Alert and Illinois, and his last assign- 
ment to duty was as a member of the naval examining 
and retiring boards.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Brig. Gen. Richard C. Drum, U.S.A., retired, a distin- 
guished veteran of the Mexican, Civil and Indian Wars, 
died on Oct, 15, 1909, at his country home, Langdrum, 
in Montgomery county, Md., five miles from Washington 
on the Rockville electric line. General Drum was taken 
ill on Oct. 3, and for several days his condition was 
critical. He was able to leave his bed early on Oct. 15 
for an easvchair, where he sat for some time. He 
started to leave the chair and cross the room, when he 
fell back unconscious, and the end came quickly. Death 
was due to a hardening of the arteries. He is survived 
by his wife. two daughters, Mrs. Susan Tarr and Mrs, 
Oliphant; five grandchildren, R. C. Drum-Hunt, Henry 
J. Hunt, 3d, Morgan Oliphant, Miss Margaret Oliphant 
and Campbell Oliphant, and two great-grandsons, R. C. 
Drum-Hunt, jr., and Henry J. Hunt, 4th. The life of 
General Drum was a remarkable one in its accomplish- 
ments, he beginning as a private soldier and rising to 
Adjutant General of the Army. General Drum was 
bora in Pennsylvania, May 28, 1825. His schooling was 
finished at Jefferson College, Philadelphia, and he en- 
listed as a private in Company K, 1st Pennsylvania 
Infantry, Dee. 16. 1846. He was commissioned second 
lieutenant in the Regular Army Feb, 18, 1847, and was 
assigned to the 9th Infantry. Transferred to the 4th 
Artillery, March 8, 1848, he was commissioned first 
lieutenant Sept. 16, 1850, and was previously breveted 
first lieutenant for gallant and meritorious conduct in 
the battle of Chapultepec. After the Mexican War he 
was stationed first at Fort Monroe, Va., then at Fort 
Pickens, Fla., and then at Baton Rouge. There, Sept. 
25, 1850. he married Miss Lavinia Morgan, daughter of 
Thomas Gibbs Morgan, of that place. After service at 
various points he was placed in command of a section 
cf Artillery in the Topeka expedition, and was in battle 
with the Sioux Indians on the western border of 
Nebraska, known as the battle of Bluewater, or “Ash 
Hollow.” General Drum was commissioned brevet cap- 
tain and A.A.G, March 16, 1861, promoted successively 
to be major, lieutenant colonel and colonel, and was 
appointed brigadier general and A.G. June 15, 1880. 
He received the brevet of colonel Sept. 24, 1864, for 
meritorious and faithful services during the war, and 
the brevet of brigadier general for faithful and meri- 
torious services in the Adjutant General’s Department 
during the war. General Drum was in command of the 
military forces which were sent to Chicago during the 
railway riots in 1877. In 1889, after forty-three years 
of active, eventful military life, he was retired on ac- 
count of the age limit, and took up his abode at his 
beautiful country home in Montgomery county, Md. It 
was General Drum who first made the recommendation, 
in 1887, to President Cleveland to restore to the Con- 
federate states the battle flags captured during the Civil 
War. This suggestion Congress, in 1905, eighteen years 
afterward, unanimously adopted. General Drum was 
largely instrumental in founding the Army Mutual Aid 
Association, and for more than twenty years has been 
its president and one of its most interested workers. 
He was also one of the charter members of the Aztec 
Club, composed of survivors of the Mexican War, and 
a member of the Military Order of the Loyal Legion of 
the United States. as well as of the Masonic fraternity. 
General Drum's mother was Agnes Lang. In naming 
his beautiful country place, General Drum has _ perpet- 
uated the joint names of father and mother by calling 
it Langdrum. The closing years of his life were spent 
in rural simplicity. watching the grass, the trees and the 
flowers that heautified his country home; spending hours 
with his grandchildren in the woods and the fields, 
studying even the insect life with which they abounded, 
observing the patient humility and docility of the domes- 
tie animals, and. to use his own words, “learning how 
to be a good neighbor.” All who lived within the en- 
vironment of his home admired and many loved the 
simvlicity of his great character. Funeral services were 
held on Oct. 17 at the family’s country home. The 
services were conducted by Chaplain C. C. Pierce, 
U.S.A., retired, and the Rev. Park Flournoy, pastor of 
the Presbyterian Church at Bethesda. Md. The pall- 
hearers were Gen. Arthur Murrav, U.S.A.: Gen. H. G. 
Gitson, U.S.A.: Gen. George W. Davis, U.S.A.; Col. 
Erasmus A. Weaver. U.S.A.: Col. A. S. Nicholson, 
Conway Hunt, H. Bradley Davidson and William Abert. 
The interment was in the national cemetery at Arlington. 

Major Gen. Elwell Stephen Otis, U.S.A., retired, died 
at his home in Rochester, N.Y., Oct. 20, 1909, from 
senile debility comhined with cold contracted two weeks 
ago. He was a distinguished officer of the Army and 
a veteran of the Civil. Indian and Spanish wars. He 
was awarded the brevet of colonel for gallant and meri- 
torious service in the battle of Spottsylvania, brigadier 
general for gallant and meritorious services in the battle 
of Chanel House, Va.. and the brevet of major general 
for military skill and most distinguished services in the 
Philippine Islands. General Otis was born in Frederick 
City, Md., in 1838. He was graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Rochester at twenty. studied law and was ad- 
mitted to the Bar. Tater he studied at the Harvard 
Law School, whence he was graduated in 1860. Enter: 
ing the Army in 1862 as captain in the 140th New York 
Volunteers. he became lieutenant colonel in 1863, and 
remained in the Service until honorably mustered out 
in 1865. While a captain in the 140th N.Y. Volunteer 
Infantry he came under the influence and instruction 
of Col. Patrick Henry O’Rorke, a native of Ireland, who 
was appointed to the Military Academy from New York 
in 3857, graduating in 1861 and receiving a commission 
in the Engineer Corps. Colonel O’Rorke is spoken of 
by old Army officers as one of the finest drill masters 
and soldiers that the old Army had. A strong friendship 
grew up between the Colonel and Captain Otis, and the 
later often said that it was O’Rorke who trained him 
to be a soldier, O’Rorke was killed at Gettysburg, 
and Otis, then lieutenant colonel. tookycommand of the 
regiment. He commanded a brigade in the Army of the 
Potomac, and was severely wounded in a battle in the 
vicinity of Petersburg. In 1867 he entered the Regular 
Army as a lieutenant colonel of the 22d Infantry, and 
became colonel of the 20th Infantry in 1880. During 
this time he was serving on the frontier against the 
Indians. He organized the Infantry and Cavalry Schooi 
at Leavenworth, Kas.. which he conducted until 1885. 
General Otis was appointed a brigadier general in 1893. 
and major general of Volunteers in 1898, and assigned 
to duty in command of the Department of the Pacific 


and as Military Governor of the Philipnines. General 
Otis was esteemed sas a thorough officer, of great 
executive ability. With the help of the trained 


and experienced officers. under his command, such 
as Major Gens. Thomas M. Anderson and Arthur 
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McArthur, Brig. Gens. M. P. Miller, Harrison Gray 
Otis, Samuel Ovenshine, Irving Hale, Charles King and 
others, General Otis succeeded in fashioning into an 
army the inexperienced volunteers who formed the chief 


part of his force, and made the most effective use of , 


their fighting qualities. He was assigned to command 
the Department of the Lakes on Oct. 29, 1900, having 
been appointed a major general in the Army a few 
months previous. He was retired for age March 25, 
1902. General Otis married when a young man Miss 
Selden, daughter of the late Judge Henry R. Selden, of 
Rochester, by whom he had two daughters. His second 
wife was the widow of Major McAllister and a daughter 
of General Bowman, of Wilkes-Barre. He also had 
ane daughter by his second wife. 

Col. Smith §. Leach, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., who 
was stricken with an attack of uremia on Oct. 15 while 
seated at a table in a Fifteenth street lunchroom, Wash- 
ington, D.C., died at the Emergency Hospital on_ the 
morning of Oct. 16. Mrs, Leach was at his bedside 
when the end came, and Rev. G. C. F. Bratenahl, pastor 
of St. Alban’s Episcopal Church, where Colonel Leach 
was a communicant, was at the hospital, having re- 
mained there all night after conversing with the patient. 
Chronie nephritis is given as the primary cause of death, 
the immediate cause being given as heart failure. Colonel 
Leach was born in Indiana in April, 1851, and was 
graduated from the U.S. Military Academy at the head 
of his class in June, 1875. During his career he has 
heen in charge of many important engineering works. 
Ile served successively at the Centennial Exposition at 
Philadelphia, at the Engineer School at Willards Point, 
N.Y.; at Baltimore, at Fort Leavenworth, at Boston 
and other places. For two years he had command of 
the 1st Battalion of Engineers at Fort Leavenworth. 
He was actively identified with the river and harbor 
works on Long Island Sound, on Lake Champlain and the 
st. Lawrence River and the Mississippi and Missouri 
givers. In 1889 he superintended the construction of 
the bridge across the Mississippi River at Memphis. For 
a few months in the summer of 8 he served the 
District of Columbia as an assistant to Engineer Com- 
inissioner Raymond. From November, 1904, until July, 
1905, he was in charge of the Washington aqueduct and 
of the fortifications and river and harbor improvements 
in the vicinity of Washington. During the next two 
vears he was on duty in Washington as a member of 
the General Staff Corps, and from July, 1907, until he 
was taken ill last summer he was the chief assistant to 
the Chief of Engineers at the War Department. Colonel 
Leach has been in bad health, off and on, for more than 
a year. and spent several months last winter in Europe, 
undergoing treatment for his ailments. Funeral services 
were held at St. Alban’s Chapel, Cathedral Heights, 
Oct. 19. A squadron of Cavalry from Fort Myer acted 
as an escort, and the interment was in the Arlington 
National Cemetery. The following named “intimate 
friends of the deceased officer were honorary pallbearers: 
Major Gen. Alexander Mackenzie, U.S.A., retired; Brig. 
Gen. W. W. Wotherspoon, General Staff, U.S.A.; Brig.

of the District of Columbia, and Pickering Dodge, of 
the Engineer Office.

\W. Milligan. U.S.N., retired, who died Oct. 14, 1909, 
took place at Annapolis, Md., Oct. 17, and burial was 
in the Naval Cemetery.

Midshipman Morton F. Seiler died at the home of his 
parents in Rochester, N.Y., Oct. 16, 1909, from typhoid 
fever. Midshipman Sciler, who was twenty-one years 
old, was taken jill while on his annual vacation in 
September, and he was granted an extension of leave. 
In ahout a week his illness developed into typhoid fever.

fountains in memory of his parents. General Mills made 
an interesting response, in which he spoke of the early 
life of his parents on the frontier and the hardships they 
underwent. The fountain was unveiled by Mrs. Over- 
ton, the daughter of General Mills. The afternoon was 
taken up after the exercises with band concerts, social 
visits and the greeting of old friends by old friends. 
From seven o'clock to nine o’clock there was a big dis- 
pay of fireworks. One of the pieces was a picture of 

eneral Mills and another was a big American flag. 
The main fountain stands at the intersection of Main 
and Market streets. It is thirty feet in height, including 
a beautifully modeled figure of Egeria standing in the 
midst of a cluster of cattails, pouring water from an 
urn. From the upper points of the cattails the water 
is thrown in a spray around the Naiad and falls with 
the stream from the urn into the basin beneath. This 
basin is seven feet in diameter and receives additional 
water from another source. ‘The second basin is ten 
feet in diameter, and receives its water from a special 
pipe below and from the mouths of thirteen lions’ heads 
in the basin above. On two bases beneath this second 
basin are the beautifully sculptured figures of the Melete 
in an attitude of reverie. The drapery of these, two 
figures was designed by General Mills himself. The 
entire strueture of the fountain rests upon a concrete 
base, surrounded by an octagonal, oblong basin, 18x24 
feet, into which falls al] the water from the basin above, 
through thirteen lions’ heads. On the rim of this ground 
basin are placed four drinking fountains, and surround- 
ing all is an iron railing 28x86 feet, with four posts for 
electric lights and four openings for access to the drink- 
ing fountains.

The second foun- 
tain, farther down Main street, is less pretentious.

The advanced course will 
also be completed in one school year and will include the in- 
struction in both departments. Each of the courses for en- 
listed men will be completed in one school year. 

Officers of militia coast artillery organizations may at- 
tend the school under regulations identical with those pro- 
viding for attendance of militia officers at the Service School 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., except that they will not be re- 
quired to undergo an examination in hippology.

Notes and Suggestions on 
INFANTRY DRILL REGULATIONS

Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, U.S.A., Chief of Coast

assigned to gun batteries above four inches in caliber may 
be compared on the same basis for the 1909 practice, 
it is necessary that all hits for these companies for 1909 
should be determined as prescribed in paragraph 68, 
Coast Artillery Memorandum, No. 1, War Department, 
1909. If any organizations have already fired at the 
material target, and have counted only actual hits on 
this target, the district commander should request return 
of any reports which have been forwarded, for the 
purpose of determining the hits of these practices us 
indicated above. It is expected that material targets 
will be supplied to all districts in time for the 1910 
practice, and only actual hits on this target will be 
counted next year.” 





As a substitute for the proposed system of subsidizing 
American merchant ships, the St. Paul Pioneer Press 
proposes to admit all ships, wherever built, to American 
registry, with no duty on either ships or the materials 
which enter into their construction, agreeing to furnish 
trained American crews to navigate these ships, under 
United States officers—paid and fed as in our Regular 
Navy—at a cost no greater than the German or Nor- 
wegian or Japanese shipowner pays for his inferior 
crews. It says: “The pay and provisioning of the 
American Navy has always been such as to attract any 
number of recruits. A crew furnished on terms like 
these, on a vessel costing no more than the Briton or 
German pays, ought to enable the shipowner to compete 
to great advantage with anything afloat, on any ocean. 
The plan would furnish splendid opportunities to thou- 
sands of our best young men. Many of these would 
prize such opportunities beyond those of the civil service. 
While alluring to capital, so that American freights 
would soon be carried in American bottoms, the plan 
would also give us the largest and best body of seamen 
on the globe, ready for instant service in case of a clash 
with any other maritime Power. As matters now stand 
we have not enough trained seamen to fully man even 
half our fleet.” 
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ETHICAL VALUE OF MILITARY EDUCATION. 

It is gratifying to note that the value of military 
training from the standpoint of ethics is engaging the 
attention of educators of the country to an extent never 
before attained. Coinciding with the noisiness of anti- 
military societies, it is significant of the increasing 
interest in military establishments which attacks on 
armies and navies are awakening among those entrusted 
with the great educational problems of the nation. An 
expression of this aroused interest is found in the fine 
paper in the October Education, of Chicago, a monthly 
magazine devoted to the science, art, philosophy and 
literature of education, entitled “The Ethical Value of 
Military Training,” by Prof, Wallace N. Stearns. Very 
truly he says: “Military training is especially pertinent 
in a country that pre-eminently stands for peace, and 
whose army is therefore a merely nominal figure, a 
nucleus about which to crystallize the nation’s defense 
in case of need. The weightier reasons for military 
training are to be found in its disciplinary value and 
in its moral effect on the individual. Although the ad- 
vent of the modern gymnasium, with its staff of trained 
instructors, marks the dawn of a better time, college 
sports are too often regarded in the light of advertising 
media rather than for the benefit they should afford to 
the entire student body. The system in vogue in Army 
circles represents the best results of study and selection. 
Every exercise has been changed, tested and proved 
again and again. Any exercise is rejected when a 
better one has been found. Military training is not 
based on sentiment or enthusiasm; it is scientific, sys- 
tematic discipline finding and building up every sinew 
in due proportion symmetrically; its aim is not bulging 
muscles or phenomenal skill in some specialty, but sound 
health, vitality and endurance. The possibility of scien- 
tifie training is matched with the exactions of actual 
life.” 

Professor Stearns dwells upon the great moral 
significance of the element of accuracy and neatness 
that is so marked a feature of military training. Na- 
ture could not abhor a vacuum more than a drill ser- 
geant abhors slovenliness in dress or drill. It is humili- 
ating to be dropped out of line for unshorn hair, un- 
shaven beard, soiled linen or baggy, buttonless clothes. 
A few such experiences burn the idea of neatness in- 
delibly into the offender’s mind. This is a sin of too 
many, especially of college men, due to shortness of 
memory or to distraction through multiplicity of duties. 
It is invaluable for the student to acquire this habit of 
neatness while fitting himself for life. The well-trained 
man does the right thing from force of habit, naturally, 
by virtue of his very proneness to such conduct. Col- 
leges and universities, argues the professor, in their mad 
chase after other things, lose sight of the equally im- 
portant elements of manners and morals. 

Preparedness for emergencies is one of the qualities 
cultivated by military training. This is a quality vital 
to success. Life is made up of surprises. The man 
who wins is he who senses emergencies before they arise 
and by virtue of his foresight meets the sudden and un- 
expected as though it were usual and commonplace. The 
good soldier, the one who wins promotion, is the one 
whose mind is ever framing contingencies and meeting 
them. It is just this alertness that marks successful 
life and that military discipline does so much to incul- 
cate. No lesson is more sorely needed by the American 
people, Professor Stearns thinks, than that of obedience 
and respect for authority. We are so fascinated with 
our ideas of liberty that we are at constant war with 
the very powers we have set up for our own protection. 
We greatly need a corrective. Child answers back to 
parent; the street urchin treats the policeman as a butt 
for his mischievous tricks; a man in authority becomes 
a target for vile attacks; the newspapers and reputable 
journals mete out abuse, and even the Supreme Court 
has to endure its share of vituperation. 

The country is flooded with newspaper comic supple- 
ments which glorify the mischief-making child and applaud 
his efforts to bring his elders into contempt. All this is 
done for the purpose of enlarging the circulation of the 
paper, and thus has for its chief motive the sordid pur- 
pose of making money. To coin dollars out of the de- 
moralization of the nation’s youth is a step toward 
the corruption of the people and the debasement of 
national ideals, and the strong counter-influence of mili- 
tary training, with its high standards of individual and 
collective conduct, is needed more now than ever be- 
fore in this country’s history. The man who from 
youth has done the correct thing at the proper time 
until such action has become second nature has gone 
far to the attainment of blameless living. “The train- 
ing that seeks the inculcation of those traits which tend 
to develop manhood, which seeks the perfect man with 
all ‘his powers like pent-up forces, ready to move in- 
stantly in prompt and intelligent service,’ Professor 
Stearns concludes, “deserves a wider recognition by our 
colleges and universities, The value of a department of 
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discipline is made too little of. Instead of being treated 
as the bugbear it is now too widely held to be, military 
training should be dignified by elevation to its proper 
place in public esteem. And we should remind captious 
critics that education is not only for the training of 
artisans, but also and primarily for the training of 
sound character and clean, whole, blameless living.” 
The Purdue Exponent, a journal published by the 
students of Purdue University, Lafayette, Ind., says: 
“It is a noticeable fact that the attitude of the student 
body toward military drill has changed greatiy in the 
past two years. It is not teo much to say that the 
Military Department is fast becoming one of the popular 
institutions of the university. Captain Watkins, 2d Inf., 
U.S.A., commandant, has proved himself a_ thoroughly 
competent ‘man for the position, and has already gained 
the respect and good-will of the entire corps.” 





ARTILLERY TESTS. 


The tests of the Field Artillery rifles and the 6-inch 
howitzer, which have been in progress for some weeks 
at Fort Riley, were completed Oct. 19. The purpose 
of these tests was to determine the accuracy and security 
of detonation and discharge of the new form of shrapnel 
shells in the 83-inch, 3,8-inch, 4.7-inch field guns and the 
6-inch howitzers. The firing was directed against the 
large redoubt which has been the scene of several artil- 
lery tests. 'The general result of the firing was highly 
satisfactory. The redoubt, which was constructed three 
years ago by the National Guard of Kansas, Nebraska 
and adjoining states, was practically demolished during 
the maneuvers two years ago, but was reconstructed by a 
detachment of the 3d Battalion of Engineers, stationed 
at Fort Leavenworth, under command of 1st Lieut. R. 
P. Howell, jr. The bombproofs were this time made 
of much heavier timber, and, while the redoubt was 
badly torn, the construction proved to be an available 
protection for a defending party holding a keypoint in 
time of siege. 

Majors Hoffer and Rice, of the Ordnance Department, 
who were present during the tests, returned to Wash- 
ington on Oct. 19. During a portion of the time while 
at Fort Riley they were examining into the causes of the 
accident by which two enlisted men were killed and 
two men and an officer seriously hurt when a high 
explosive shell detonated in the muzzle of a 4.7-inch 
gun. The precise cause of the accident has not been 
ascertained. There was none of the ordinary explosive 
D in the shell. Twenty similar shells containing the 
explosive had been fired from the gun which burst and 
others during the tests. The detonation was all that 
could be desired, and the effect of the explosives perfectly 
satisfactory. Similar projectiles had been fired many 


times at the proving grounds at Sandy Hook, and in = 


none of these firing tests had any accident occurred. It 
is not believed that there was any defect in the gun, 
but that some element of instability was present in the 
projectile. A thorough investigation is under headway 
at the arsenal where the shell was charged, and in due 
time a report will be made upon the matter. It must 
be said that in the necessity for the use for high explo- 
sives there is always danger of premature detonation, 
and consequent casualties. Fortunately, it is true for 
us that these accidents have been very few in the United 
States. Every precaution is taken at the proving grounds 
to test out high explosives and projectiles, so as to 
eliminate all possibility of accidents in the field, and in 
the present case the projectile had been so thoroughly 
tried and observed that there could be no suspicion of 
its proving inconstant. 





The bill providing for the addition of 615 officers 
to meet the necessities of the Army under the constant 
requirements for detached service, introduced in the 
Senate during the special session by Senator Warren, 
and in the House by Representative Hull, will be made 
the subject of a letter from the War Department at 
the coming session of Congress, and its passage will be 
recommended. The new bill is precisely the same as 
that which was passed by the Senate in the Sixtieth 
Congress and allowed to die in the House committee. 
There is being prepared, under the direction of Capt. 
Johnson Haygood, C.A.C., a statement as to the condi- 
tions which make necessary the adoption of this legisla- 
tion, and this in due time will be laid before the 
Congressional committees. There is great interest in 
the bill throughout the Army, as there was three years 
ago in the pay bill. and there are numerous commendable 
modifications and amendments of the measure under 
consideration, of which it is pertinent to say that any 
suggestions as to the amendment of the bill ought, in 
fairness to the general desire to secure its passage, to 
be made through the War Department. It will be re- 
membered that some confusion occurred in regard to 
support of the pay bill because of a failure to recognize 
this course of action. No effort was made to pass the 
additional officers’ bill during the special session, and 
when it was sent to the Department for the views of 
the Secretary of War it was decided to await the more 
favorable opportunity that would be afforded in the 
winter session to present the considerations supporting 
the passage of the measure. 
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Analyzing the reasons for separating Moroland from 
the other part of the Philippines for purposes of govern- 
ment, as suggested by Col, R. W. Hoyt, U.S.A., military 
governor of the Moro Province, in his annual report, to 
which we referred at length in an editorial in our issue 
of Oct. 16, the Cablenews-American, of Manila, says that 





whatever the future of the rest of the Philippine Islands 
there is little prospect that the island of Mindanao will 
ever have enough Filipinos on it to make the remotest 
possibility of its being governed by them. “The tempera- 
ment of the Mohammedans of the island is such that the 
handful of Filipinos would stand no show against them 
even were the proportion of ten to one reversed, with 
the American troops withdrawn.” The island of Min- 
danao is practically unoccupied, but though its vast 
areas of fertile lands are open to settlement to all-comers, 
the Filipinos are making no effort to cultivate these 
lands. The Americans are the only ones who are seek- 
ing to develop the country. Already there is a good- 
sized colony of American planters on the island, and they 
are bringing under cultivation thousands of acres of pro- 
ductive land, the crops from which in a few years will 
greatly swell the world’s supply of Manila hemp. Some 
Filipinos have plantations there, but their number is 
small, and shows no tendency to increase. If American 
settlers continue to occupy the wild lands of Mindanao 
for the next few years as rapidly as they have in the 
past decade, and to so good purpose, they will comprise 
the most important element on the island in point of the 
use they are making of the Jand they hold. This unwill- 
ingness of the Filipino to take up land in the Moro coun- 
try has impressed upon the governing authorities the 
uselessness of expecting the Christian natives to populate 
the province in sufficient numbers to enable them to con- 
trol the government of the island, and made plain that 
since Moro ascendency is assured for years to come, the 
problem would better be grasped boldly at once, and a 
separate government he granted to the Mohammedan and 
pagan tribes of Mindanao and the immediately outlying 
islands. 
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In the Peary-Cook polar controversy the newspapers 
refer to B. S. Osbon, a partisan of Dr. Cook, as “Cap- 
tain Osbon, U.S.N.” Mr. Osbon is not an officer, either 
active or retired, of the U.S. Navy, nor has he ever been, 
and the editors of New York city should bear this in 
mind, since, by making it appear that he is one, they 
give the public the idea that one Navy officer is taking 
sides against another. We know no officer of the Navy 
who doubts for a moment that Civil Engineer Peary, 
U.S.N., reached the pole, or who is antagonizing him 
in this unfortunate dispute as to priority of discovery. 
They all recognize the indomitable perseverance of 
Peary, and his application to the gigantic task, in which 
so many other distinguished explorers failed, of the 
principles of organization, preparedness and adminis- 
tration for which the Navy is celebrated. He went 
about his task with a carefulness as to details that sug- 
gested a naval movement in time of war. Ernest H. 
Shackleton, the British explorer, in his recent attempt to 
reach the South Pole, made his preparations along the 
lines of Peary’s former expeditions, leaving nothing to 
chance. There is some confusion in respect to the title 
of Shackleton. Secretary T. W. Moore, of the Imperial 
Merchant Service, writes to the Pall Mall Gazette, of 
London, that Mr. Shackleton is an ex-officer of the 
merchant service, but does not desire or claim the title 
of lieutenant, which the magazines and newspapers have 
been bestowing upon him with the same freedom that 
marked the designation of ex-Secretary of War Luke 
E. Wright as “general” by the American press. The 
name of Shackleton does not appear in the British navy 
list. The merchant service is proud of his achievements, 
although he is not the first member of that service to 
do great things in the way of exploration, Capt. James 
Cook, the famous navigator (1728-79), having been 
graduated into the ranks of explorers from the mer- 
chant service. 
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Nothing is more hopeful for the future of Turkey 
than the adoption by that country of the principle of 
universal military service to which all classes, Mo- 
hammedans, Christians and Jews, are to be subjected. It 
is this that has unified Italy and built up the great 
German Empire. As was to be expected, the reforms 
in the Turkish army and navy are being followed with 
industrial and commercial improvements. Constanti- 
nople, with a population of nearly a million inhabitants, 
has neither an electric light plant, an electric street 
ear, nor a telephone system. The leaders of the Young 
Turks are now turning their attention for the time be- 
ing from the army and navy to the necessities of trade, 
and foreign capitalists are being invited to engage in 
Turkish enterprises. The first concession to be given 
is for a telephone system, and then will come the chang- 
ing of the old horse-car system to something modern 
and the using of electric lights. The ministry of public 
works has extensive plans for opening ports, road con- 
struction, building bridges and embankments, dredging 
rivers to make them navigable, hydraulic agriculture 
and irrigation, and other improvements to be begun in 
Mesopotamia. The great mineral wealth of Turkey, 
especially of Asia Minor, is likely soon to be developed 
as foreigners are coming in to work old mines and 
open new ones. One American firm alone is petitioning 
the government for a concession to build nearly 1,500 
miles of railway through the mineral districts of Asia 
Minor, connecting them with the Mediterranean. 
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Dr, Louis L. Seaman again calls attention to the 
fact that in most of the great wars of history three- 
quarters of the mortality has resulted from disease and 
only one-quarter from battle casualties, and that most 
of this loss. being preventable, constitutes a crime 
against humanity and patriotism. In order to focus the 


attention of military sanitarians on this subject, and 
as a member of the board of trustees of the New York 
Museum of Safety and Sanitation, Dr. Seaman, while 
at the Sixteenth International Medical Congress, in 
Budapest, last month, offered a prize of 2,500 kroner, open 
to the world, for an essay in any language, on the follow- 
ing subject: “What should be the organization and status 
of the medical department of any army, in order that 
its sanitary and hygienic conditions may be maintained 
at their highest efficiency, so that in the emergency of 
battles its units may best respond to the call of its 
commanders?” The award will be made by the execu- 
tive committee of the Seventeenth International Medical 
Congress, London, 1912. 

A test is to be made under the auspices of officers of 
the Signal Corps of the Army of the Collins wireless 
telephone with the long distance installation. The ter- 
mina] stations will be at the Soldiers’ Home and Fort 
Myer. The peculiarity of this form of wireless tele- 
phony is its compactness and lightness for field use. 
The receiver is attached to a wooden hook about three 
feet in diameter, wound with three layers of insulated 
copper wire, and altogether weighs but a few pounds. 
The battery box and sender and microphone hardly 
exceed a cubic foot in size, and weigh about twenty 
pounds. Both instruments are easily portable under 
ordinary conditions of field service. There is doubt 
whether the apparatus would be available under the 
noisy conditions of battle, but it is believed that there 
are situations in which it would be distinctly valuable 
for Army use. q 
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The Special Army and Navy Joint Board which is 
to consider the project of fortifying the entrances to 
the Panama Canal has been partly selected. It will have 
‘rom the Army as members the following officers: Brig. 
Gen. William L. Marshall, Chief of Engineers; Brig. 
Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance; Brig. Gen. 
Arthur Murray, Chief of Coast Artillery, and Brig. Gen. 
W. W. Wotherspoon, Assistant Chief of Staff. Capt. 
Sydney A. Staunton. member of the Naval General 
Board, and Capt. Frank F. Fletcher, commanding the 
Vermont, will represent the Navy on the board. This 
board will probably visit the Canal Zone some time 
during the coming winter. Its work will bé broadly 
a continuation of the work of the Taft board, which 
three years ago agreed on the installation of eight 12- 
inch guns, eleven 3-inch guns and thirty-two 12-inch 
mortars at each terminal of the canal. 

In a paper read at the Lake Mohonk Indian Confer- 
ence by Major George H. Shelton, of the Bureau of 
Insular Affairs, Washington, D.C., for James G. 
Harbord, U.S.A., captain, 11th Cav., colored, and 
Assistant Chief, Philippine Constabulary, it was 
stated that the great majority of the Filipinos are the 
poor villagers toiling and enduring in good seasons and 
bad, with unquestioning acquiescence in conditions as 
they are, asking only to be let alone and to enjoy a 
reasonable measure of prosperity. This great majority 
is little interested in politics. Only a small educated 
minority clamors for office or independence, thereby 
giving the impression that the people generally desire 
self-government. Jn the universal desire of the Filipinos 
for education is to be found the ultimate solution of 
the Philippine problem. 
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The Brownsville Court is still engaged upon the 
enormous task of digesting and annotating the testimony 
taken by the Senate Military Committee two years ago. 
The court is proceeding at an average rate of fifty 
printed pages a day, and now has a prospect of complet- 
ing this part of its work by the middle of November. 
It is expected that not long thereafter notifications will 
be sent out to the members of the battalion of the 25th 
Infantry who were discharged in consequence of the 
shooting up of the town of Brownsville, and the refusal 
of all concerned to assist in bringing the guilty men to 
trial, to be present in open court about the first week 
in January. 








It has been decided to change the propellers on the 
Louisiana and Virginia from in-turning to out-turning 
screws. This work will occupy so much time that in al] 
probability some changes will be necessitated in the plans 
for fleet maneuvers off Guantanamo during the winter. 
The ships are at the Norfolk Yard, and it is believed that 
under rush conditions the work can be completed in 
six to eight weeks. The New Hampshire may possibly 
be late in readiness to join the fleet, as she is to have 
a new woven wire fire-control mast installed. For the 
present this will be the last mast of this kind to be 
placed on any of the battleships.

It is learned from a trustworthy source that a deci- 
sion has been made by the President and the Secretary 
of War to promote Brig. Gen. William H. Carter to be 
a major general on the retirement of Major Gen. John 
F. Weston, which occurs Nov. 13, but why General 
Funston should again be passed over does not appear. 
He is the senior brigadier. It is also stated in this con- 
nection that the President will not appoint General 
Carter Chief of Staff to succeed Major General Bell 
when the latter officer returns to a command next April. 


The visit of the U.S.S. Chester to Chester, Pa., an- 
nounced Oct, 20, has been postponed for the time being, 
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THE DISCOVERY OF THE POLE. 

The National Geographic Magazine prints the reports 
of Dr. F. A. Cook and Civil Engr. Robert E. Peary 
announcing the discovery of the North Pole April 21, 
1908, and Apri] 6, 1909, with this statement: “Before 
the National Geographic Society ean accept the con- 
clusions of either Civil Engineer Peary or Dr. Cook, 
that the North Pole has been attained, it will be neces- 
sary that the scientific records and data of each explorer 
be carefully examined by its committee on research or 
by some body or commission acceptable to the board. 
The society takes this position, not from any distrust 
of the personal integrity of either explorer, but because 
of the many calculations that enter into the determina- 
tion of the pole. The National Geographic Society 
urges Civil Engineer Peary and Dr. Cook speedily to 
submit all their observations, notes and data to a com- 
petent scientific commission in the United States. At 
a meeting of the board of managers of the society Oct. 
20, the records and observations furnished by Civil 
Engineer Peary were presented. Henry Gannett, chair- 
man of the United States Geographic Board; Rear 
Admiral Colby M. Chester, U.S.N., formerly superin- 
tendent of the Naval Observatory, and O. H. Tittmann, 
superintendent of the United States Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, were appointed 2 committee to pass upon them. 

Dr. Frederick A. Cook, the Arctic explorer, stated 
on Oct. 20 that he will be ready to submit proofs of the 
discovery of the North Pole to the University of Copen- 
hagen within two months, or possibly within a month. 
He will begin work wpon his documents, he said, upon 
his return to New York immediately after the close of 
his lecture tour at Minneapolis, Oct. 25. 





HOW TO PREVENT HAZING. 

Epitomizing his indictment of the methods in vogue 
at Annapolis, Rear Admiral Caspar F. Goodrich, U.S.N., 
retired, says: “The average graduate of the Naval Acad- 
emy respects his alma mater, but he does not love her 
as Yalensians love old Yale.” We do not think the ad- 
miral is quite fair here to the graduates of the Acad- 
emy. There is only one Naval Academy, while there 
are many universities like Yale, and the graduate of 
Yale or any other university finds himself in daily con- 
tact with graduates of other institutions who forever 
laud their alma mater as the salt of the earth; hence, it 
is only natural that loyalty of such a graduate is con- 
tinually called upon to exert itself in defense of his own 
college. If there were only one institution of the char- 
acter of Yale the now demonstrative loyalty of her 
graduates might take on the same quality of high and 
steady respect which marks the attitude of the naval 
graduate to his alma mater. s YS 

This indictment is found in Admiral Goodrich’s paper, 
entitled “Another View of Alma Mater,” reprinted from 
the Proceedings of the U.S. Naval Institute, in which 
he also says: “From more quarters than one I have re- 
ceived suggestions that the most potent of all demoraliz- 
ing factors at Annapolis is interference on the part of 
persons high in authority. One correspondent recalls the 
newspaper agitation of a year ago, hysterically contend- 
ing that the officers were trying to bilge the midshipmen, 
which resulted in a request, tantamount to an order, 
that the number of midshipmen found unsatisfactory at 
the semi-annual examination should not be greater than 
in the previous year. Compliance with this request, it 
is said, produced a budget of examination papers ridicu- 
lously and unprecedentedly easy, which _ Yielded the 
‘wooden’ section marks high enough to bring the term 
average above the danger line. Another critic tells me 
substantially, ‘I doubt if you realize to what an extent 
the President (meaning the last incumbent) has inter- 
fered with the Academy during the past three years, and 
particularly during the last two years. It is hopeless 
to attempt to raise the standard here unless the Superin- 
tendent and Academic Board are sustained in _Washing- 
ton. Another cites an instance of a certain midshipman 
who was unsatisfactory in his studies, having less than 
the long established 2.5, and in whose favor the then 
President directed that in the particular branch con- 
cerned 2.4 should be the lower limit of proficiency. The 
cases of midshipmen dropped for cause who secure re- 
instatement through strong friends in Washington are 
too numerous and too widely known to_need specific 
quoting,’ The paper then urges that the Superintendent 
of the Academy should be independent of all bureaus, 
free to consult directly with the Secretary of the Navy. 
Large powers should be entrusted to him, commensurate 
with his heavy burden of responsibility. Such a man 
could easily point out to the Secretary the infallible 
danger of allowing political influences to enter into the 
curriculum or discipline of the school. The very foun- 
tain head and source of our naval efficiency should be 
free from all deleterious poisoning. “If a strong friend 
outside can overturn the findings of the Academic Board 
and retain in the naval service an undesirable, slothful, 
untruthful or incompetent member, of what avail to 
prate of high standards of honor, scholarship and disci- 
line?” 
‘i This view of Admiral Goodrich is in harmony with 
an editoria] in our issue of Jan. 23, 1909, page 580, re- 
ferring to the reinstatement by executive order of certain 
cadets of the Military Academy, who had been recom- 
mended for dismissal by the Academic Board of the 
Academy. We then said that the board had protested 
to the President that “continued executive interference 
tended to demoralize the discipline of the Academy.” We 
then quoted one officer with high ideas of West Point, 
who bitterly deplored the interference by the authorities 
in Washington with the disciplinary processes of the 
Academic board, and who said that “this demoralizing 
action is the cause of undesirable men slipping through 
the institution and after graduation bringing discredit 
upon its name and fame.” Admiral Goodrich makes it 
clear that each academy suffers about equally from this 
interference. He suggests that the officers detailed for 
duty at Annapolis should be either the Superintendent’s 
choice or acceptable to him, and thinks that as a prac- 
ticai help to the Superintendent in the solution of the 
hazing problem, every plebe should be assigned to the 
charge of some individual first classman, the latter to 
be his mentor, guide, philosopher, friend and instructor 
in all the ways and traditions of the Academy and his 
defender against attempts at hazing. Admiral Goodrich 
believes that fourth classmen should salute first classmen 
at every meeting; that when addressed by upper class- 
men, whether of the first. second or third classes, the 
plebe should stand at attention, rising if previously 
seated, and assume a respectful attitude and use respect- 
ful language, and when so addressed a plebe, if covered. 
should first salute. To all other classes the plebe should 


invariably be required to use the expression “sir.” These

recommendations are advanced in the belief that the 
corner-stone of our naval discipline is subordination and 
no time should be lost in making the plebe understand 
that he is a junior to all other classmen. The effect of 
following out such suggestions, the essayist believes, 
would be to remove the incentive to hazing by making 
the molding of the plebe accord with the Academy dis- 
cipline and tradition. One of the worst features of the 
plebe’s early days at the Academy, the helpless feeling 
of loneliness that bears him down where he does not 
know to whom to turn for guidance in an absolutely 
strange land, would not exist, he thinks, if the moment 
the novice entered the grounds he was taken in charge 
by a “grave and reverend senior” who could warn him of 
the pitfalls and rough places. The writer frankly ad- 
mits the danger of losing military discipline and method 
through too liberal an application of the principle of 
granting a large measure of personal liberty to the first 
class, but this danger seems to him to be not inherent in 
the principle itself. 





DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


In the case of Charles D. Molfurde, veterinarian, 10¢h 
Cay., the Comptroller decides that a veterinarian, not 
being a commissicned officer, cannot be allowed com- 
mutation of quarters out of the appropriation pay of 
the Army, but he being entitled to commutation to the 
amount of $120, and no appropriation having ever been 
made for commutation for quarters for veterinarians, 
his claim should be certified for appropriation by 
Congress. 

The Comptroller decides that a Cavalry “horseshoer” 
is entitled to $21 a month, with $9 additional during 
the time he retains the designation and performs the 
duties of horseshoer. A “blacksmith and farrier,” re- 
tired at a time when he is designated as a “horseshoer,” 
under the Act of March 3, 1909, would be entitled to 
three-fourths of $21 per month, or the pay of the grade 
of blacksmith and farrier which he holds, with the in- 
crease provided for continuous service. 

Adolph Graef is denied his claim for the difference 
between bis pay as gunnery sergeant and that of sergeant 
major during the time he was serving as acting battalion 
sergeant major, there being no such specific statutory 
position in the Marine Corps nor in the Army as acting 
sergeant major, nor as acting battalion sergeant major. 
During the time of Graef’s service the positions of 
sergeant major were filled by persons duly appointed 
and serving as such. 

The Comptroller holds that as the enlistment period 
of an enlisted man of the Army does not change until 
a discharge and re-enlistment, he receives no benefit 
from time he is held over, and therefore, to place them 
on an equality, the marine should not receive benefit. from 
the time he is held over after expiration of an enlistment 
subsequent to May 11, 1908. 

The Assistant Comptroller decides, in the case of the 
claim of Lieut. R. E. Powell, U.S.M.C., that an officer 
is entitled to reimbursement for actual expense of travel 
from the United States to the Philippines, even though 
his ship should touch at San Francisco or enter other 
home waters of the United States. Lieutenant Powell 
sailed for the Philippines via the Isthmus of Panama 
on the U.S.S. Prairie, which stopped at San Francisco. 

In the case of Paymaster’s Clerk Charles L. Bahrendt, 
U.S.N., who claimed reimbursement for subsistence 
while waiting on a naval vessel for the arrival of another 
vessel to which he had been assigned, Assistant Comp- 
troller Mitchell holds that no such reimbursement should 
be made. 

The fact having appeared in the trial of Capt. Herman 
A. Sievert, 9th Cav.. while on duty in the Philippine 
Islands, that he had bought 265,000 pounds of green 
corn in November. 1908, at the contract price of 29% 
cents per one hundred pounds and had credited himself 
with the payment therefor of $781.75, and that only 
237,163 péunds of fodder had been delivered under the 
purchase, making a difference of 27,857 pounds, worth 
$82.13. the Auditor for the War Department disallowed 
the latter amount, and the Compttolier on Oct. 13 ap- 
proved the disallowance.

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REPORT OF ARMY PAYMASTER GENERAL. 


The annual report of Brig. Gen. Charles H. Whipple, 
Paymaster General of the Army. accounts for a total 
of $50,858,588.48. Of this, $41,480,957.65 was expended 
for pay of the Army, over another million to pay the 
Military Academy and for mileage, $294,336.72 for pay 
of Militia, and $1,441,488.53 for soldiers’ deposits. 
These deposits show an increase of $184,489.85 over 
last year, and a total left on deposit of $3,465,158.60. 
Since the commencement, in 1878, $32,899,664.96 has 
been received, on which $1,941,169.72 has been paid in 
interest. The benefit of the Army deposit system to 
enlisted men is universally recognized. It encourages 
a spirit of thrift and saving which unquestionably ele- 
vates the standard of the enlisted men. For the 
beneficiaries of officers $25,833.25 has been disbursed, 
and $47,188.26 for those of enlisted men. This has 
been a material increase in allotments of pay, the total 
amount disbursed on this account being $491,304.55. It 
is again recommended that the allotment privilege be 
restricted to support of families or relatives. 

General Whipple says: “The payments to the Army 
in the United States and in our outlying possessions 
have been made with promptness, and it is a pleasure 
to commend the officers and clerks for their faithfulness 
in the various duties entrusted to them. The pay- 
masters’ clerks have well and faithfully performed their 
duties during the past year, and it affords me pleasure 
to commend them and to #gain recommend some Con- 
gressional action in their behalf, as outlined in my 
annual report for 1908.” 

The only loss has been $9,941.40, supposed to have 
been stolen by a deserted enlisted man from a line officer 
acting as special disbursing agent. A plea is made for 
increased pay and a retirement list for clerks. One of 
the prominent mercantile agencies has recently reported 
that since 1896 there has been an increase of 49 per 
cent. in the cost of living expenses, and consequently 
each year the burden falls heavier upon these salaried 
employees. 

It is again recommended that the action of the detail 
system he limited to captains, and that the higher 
grades be made permanent. The promotions to major 
should be made from the captains who have served, or 
whe may be serving, a detail in the Pay Department, 
= have shown the greatest proficiency in their 
work. 


ARMY TEST RIDE NEAR WASHINGTON.

The officer 
in charge of the military events was Major William F. 
Martin, 5th Inf., the judges and timekeepers were Major 
Greenleaf, Captain Otwell, Capt. Francis J. Koester, 
commissary, Capt. Franklin S. Hutton, 12th Inf., Cap- 
tain Horn, Capt. Henry C. Smithers, 15th Cav., Lieut. 
Allan L. Briggs, 29th Inf., Lieut. Joseph C. King, 10th 
Cav., and the recorder and clerk of the course was Capt. 
Claude H. Miller, 24th Inf. The exercises of the open- 
ing day included a parade in the arena of all the troops; 
Field Artillery drill, Infantry drill, Butt’s Manual, 5th 
Infantry; reaching contest, Cavalry; Infantry drill, ex- 
tended order, Ist Battalion, 24th Inf.; drill, machine-gun 
platoons; first aid and rescue race, Hospital Corps; 
parade and review of all the troops. The handsomely 
printed program contained twenty-four photographs il- 
lustrating the work of the Army in these exhibitions, and 
several pages were given to a description and explanation 
of the different features. These programs show a dis- 
tinct advance over those given out at the first military 
tournaments, like those at Madison Square Garden, New 
York, a decade ago. Those simply announced the events, 
but the public were not informed of their character and 
meaning. How much more instructive these tournaments 
become for the public when the spectator can read such 
a description as this of close order drill: “The object of 
this drill is to teach the individual soldier to obey un- 
hesitatingly the word of command, to become accustomed 
to handling his piece, and to march in unison with his 
fellows so that his organization will act as a unit.” Pic- 
tures are given of Major Gen. Leonard Wood, command- 
ing the Department of the East, and Colonel Cowles. 
The public were able to reach the arena by train, trolley 
and boat, and thousands availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to see the various features of Army life illustrated 
by the wearers of Uncle Sam’s uniform. The park is 
equally accessible from Albany and Troy, and both cities 
were well represented among the spectators, 
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POTENTIAL STRENGTH OF OUR NAVY. 


In an address on “The Navy,” delivered before the 
Honolulu Branch of the Navy League, Oct. 4, Capt. Brad- 
ley A. Fiske, commanding the flagship Tennessee, called 
attention to the striking fact that Admiral Sebree’s fleet 
of eight armored warships represent the potential 
strength of a million men armed with modern rifles. This 
comparison, it was urged, indicated what an element of 
mobile power a navy represents and was presented as 
an argument in favor of the best navy possible for the 
United States. The sixteen battleships which made the 
famous tour of. the world appealed to the public from 
a spectacular standpoint, but when regarded in the light 
of the power each ship as a unit represented, the whole 
fleet might have been compared to an army of 3,000,000 
soldiers. / 

“A number of countries have an idea just now that 
they should have navies capable of doing things,” said 
the speaker. “A great many intelligent and responsible 
people of the United States say that is wrong, and de- 
plore the fact that we should have navies at all. They 
say this is a religious age, an age of the gospel of peace. 
But we have battleships, we have torpedoboats and sub- 
marines; we are paying a lot of attention to gunnery. 
That we have a navy is a fact. There must be some 
reason for its existence. Why is it? We have a condi- 
tion in society which is extremely unstable. Suppose a 
war should. break out, what then? We all know that 
anybody who goes into a war wants to whip and not 
get whipped. But it is the doubt which alarms. It: is 
this ghastly fear of what may happen if we should get 





licked. Any one of us can imagine what would happen. 
“If our Navy stays as it is, other navies will go ahead 
of it. We have got out of the rut of copying what 
other nations have. Our country has had the courage 
and enterprise to say this is the thing to do. We have 
started to build better and bigger ships than anybody 
else. The English are to-day ahead of us in turbines, 
possibly, but we are catching up. Other countries may 
be ahead of us in torpedoboats, but we are coming up.’ 








CRUISERS VERSUS BATTLESHIPS. 


The launching of the German battleship Helgoland on 
Sept. 25 was attended and has been followed by an 
amazing amount of misinformation. H. W. Wilson, 
who is styled a “naval expert,” wrote in the London 
Daily Mail, ‘The first super-Dreadnought in the world 
will be launched to-morrow for the German navy. Other 
Powers, including England, have planned super-Dread- 
noughts, but Germany alone has built them.’’ Not only 
has Great Britain four battleships in the water, each 
with a larger displacement than the Helgoland, but the 
Delaware, of the United States Navy, which, with a 
displacement of 20,000 tons, is a thousand tons larger 
than the Helgoland, began her standardization tests 
on Oct. 21, The Daily Mail writer says the Helgoland 
carries a_ more powerful armament of big guns than 
H.M.S. Neptune, recently launched, having twelve 12- 
inch guns of fifty caliber, but he omitted to explain that 
she can fight only eight of these twelve on one broadside. 
It is such exaggeration as this which the Army and 
Navy Gazette, of London, truly says injures rather than 
helps the cause of legitimate naval expansion, because 
the voters will naturally come to the conclusion that 
they are being fooled for some purpose which they 
cannot understand. Germany has not yet one Dread- 
nought in commission, not to speak of super-Dread- 
noughts, while England has eight Dreadnoughts in the 
water, not counting the Lord Nelson and Agamemnon, 
each of 16,500 tons, about the size of the U.S.S. 
Connecticut. Three British Dreadnought cruisers are in 
the water, and those who saw one of them, the Inflex- 
ible, during the Hudson-Fulton celebration in New York 
city recently, will understand what powerful craft they 


are. 

Two British super-Dreadnoughts have already been 
begun, one at Greenock and the other at Jarrow-on-Tyne. 
The third will be laid down at Portsmouth about the 
middle of November. ‘lhe fourth is to be an improved 
Indefatigable, and will be built at Devonport. The 
Telegraph and Naval Chronicle, of Portsmouth, England, 
says the new battleships will be 600 feet long and 86 
feet wide, with a displacement of at least 26,000 tons, 
and a higher speed than any of the previous ships of 
this class. Opinion in the service is by no means al- 
together in favor of the 13.5-inch guns proposed for 
these ships, as the 12-inch gun still holds the field in 
the opinion of most naval gunnery officers. The arrange- 
ment of the guns will differ from those in the earlier 
Dreadnoughts. There will be two guns in the central 
barbette forward, two in the port midship barbette, two 
in the starboard midship barbette, and two in each of 
the center-line barbettes aft, one of the latter being at 
a higher level in order to give a wider range of fire, but 
not necessarily to enable its guns to be fired over the 
aftermost barbette. The two midship barbettes will 
be arranged en echelon, so that the four guns in them 
may fire on either broadside. The new ships will, there- 
fore, fire ten guns on either broadside. This is two 
more thar in the latest German Dreadnought battleships. 

Machinist’s Mate Emerson B, Manley, of the U.S.S. 
Kansas, in a letter to the Scientific American, compares 
the gun fire of H.M.S. Inflexible and the U.S.S. Connec- 
ticut, and comes to the conclusion that if the Inflexible 
closed in to a range of 6,000 yards and sought to over- 
whelm the American battleship by the mere concentra- 
tion of her 12-inch guns, the terrible broadside of the 
Connecticut’s four 12-inch, four 8-inch and six T-inch 
guns would completely overcome the British battleship- 
cruiser. Even admitting that the 7-inch guns of the 
Connecticut are protected with comparatively light 
armor, still the tremendous rate of fire of that battery, 
in addition to that of the other two batteries, would so 
blind the gunners of the enemy that they would be 
unable to handle their guns properly. Even up to 9, 
yards, he thinks the 8-inch and 7-inch guns would be 
very effective in carrying away the upper works of an 
enemy, thus destroyirg his ability to handle his ship. 
He believes the Inflexible cannot fire all her 12-inch 
guns cn both broadsides, because of the position of the 
wing turrets. and, if this is true, he holds that the 
superiority of the Inflexible would be chiefly in her 
speed. Whatever he the actual superiority of the battle- 
shin over the new type cruiser, the significant thing 
about these discussions as to relative power is that 
they indicate very clearly that the new type of cruiser 
is so powerful that it is a question whether the cruiser 
idea is giving way to the battleship idea or whether 
the battleship is modifying the cruiser out of all re- 
semblance to the old-time cruiser.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Capt. Aaron Ward, U.S.N., who is relieved as super- 
visor of the harbor of New York by the detail of Capt. 
C. McR. Winslow to that duty, has been appointed a 
member of the Board of Inspection and Survey, which is 
stationed at Washington. Captain Winslow will be 
succeeded in command of the New Hampshire by Comdr. 
T. S. Rodgers, now equipment officer at the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard. He will be succeeded in that duty by 
Comdr. W. I.. Howard, now commanding the scout 
cruiser Birmingham. Comdr W. B. Fletcher is to have 
command of this vessel. 

The standardization tests of the U.S.S. - battleship 
Delaware were delayed on Oct. 21 because of the heating 
of the bearings on the trip up the coast from Newport 
News. ‘The builders asked for delay until changes could 
be made. A new trial which this ship will undergo will 
be a two hour test, burning both coal and fuel oil. The 
battleship is fitted with tanks for fuel oil, and this will 
be used with coal. Then will follow the twenty-four 
hour run and another whole day’s run at twelve knots 
to test the endurance of the machinery, the consumption 
of coal and the consumption of feed water by the boilers. 

Comdr. John J. Knapp. U.S.N., who has been in 
command of the U.S.S. Cheyenne while the trials of 
her oil consuming boilers have been in progress, will 
be given command of the New Orleans, and the Cheyenne 
will be ordered out of commission at the Mare Island 
Navy Yard 

The Torpedo Testing Station of the BE. W. Bliss Com- 
pany, at Sag Harbor, Long Island, N.Y., has been very 
busy during the present season testing torpedoes manu- 








factured by them, and a large number haye been ac- 
cepted. These torpedoes after they pass the tests on 
the trial range are sent to the Naval Torpedo Station, 
Newport, R.l., for final adjustment before issue to the 
Service. 

Mr. Beekman Winthrop, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, will make a visit cf inspection to the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard within the next few days. 

Good progress is being made at the new naval maga- 
zine at Hingham, Mass., the railroad being well under 
way and quarters for the marine guard being nearly 
finished. Work on the fresh water system has com- 
menced, and will soon be completed. Comdr. V. O. 
Chase, assistant to the Navy Ordnance Bureau, has 
just. returned from an inspection of this station. 

The Navy Ordnance Bureau is about to advertise for 
ten 7-inch tinished guns for reserve. 

The Secretary of the Navy has decided to ask bids 
from six contracting firms for the completion of the 
new drydock at the New York Navy Yard.

The U.S.S. Gloucester, used by the 2d Battalion of 
New York Naval Militia, callided with the tug O’Brien 
Brothers off 138th street, Harlem River, and punched 
a bie hole in her side. The tug was towed ashore by 
another tug to avoid sinking. The Gloucester was not 
injured. 

With the help of several gangs of enlisted men, a fine 
athletic field has been made on the old Cob Dock at 
the navy yard, New York, for the benefit of the men 
on the receiving ship Hancock and other vessels which 
may be at the yard. The field has a cinder track, six 
laps to the mile, and plans are being made for a series 
of athletic contests between crews of the different ships. 
The new field will be a formidable rival in attractiveness 
to the big lawn in front of the marine barracks in 
Flushing avenue. 

The striking regularity with which the Mauretania 
has been making a new record nearly every trip is en- 
tirely due. according to the contention of The Electrical 
Review (London, Sept. 3), to the fact that nearly all 
her auxiliary machinery is driven electrically. She 
failed to make her top speed at first, according to this 
authority, simply because her engineers did not realize 
her dependence on this fact. The theories of her great 
inerease in speed have hitherto, the writer says, been 
reduced to two—that of the layman, who believes that 
the change of propellers when the boat was overhauled 
at the end of last year was the cause of the sudden 
access of speed; and that of the engineer, who thinks 
that the engine room force had not become conversant 
with the efficient working of the machinery or else that 
they had received orders not to put it to the test. 


‘The steam yacht Erl King has been sold by A. Ed- 
ward ‘Tower, of New York, to the government of Hayti 
and is being converted into a gunboat for the Haytian 
navy. She will leave for her new home waters in the 
early part of December with a battery of four rapid 
fire 87 millimeter guns, two 47 millimeter and two auto- 
matic guns.

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She is 200 feet over all, 170 feet on the water line, 26 
—— 4 inches beam, 15 feet 2 inches depth and 14 feet 
raft.

The Honolulu Advertiser gives a glowing account of

‘There were probably between twelve 
hundred and thirteen hundred guests, but so many were 
the decks provided for them that at no time was any 
particular place crowded. Says the Advertiser: ‘The 
main feature of the surprise which the naval officers 
had in store for their guests was the handsome cruiser 
U.S.S. Honolulu, which lay moored between the two 
flagships. A thing of beauty and a delight to the eyes 
of Honolulans it was, for to them it was a prophecy 
that some day upon the wide seas a real cruiser bearing 
the name U.S.S. Honolulu will sail and form part of 
one of Uncle Sam’s majestic squadrons. A replica of 
a cruiser’s flying bridge had been constructed by in- 
genious bluejackets. Military mast towered above, 
replete with searchlights and even a wireless outfit, and 
from the topmast fioated a great national ensign, its 
sinuous folds sharply brought out with a searchlight. 
The portholes in the lower part of the bridge were 
screened with yellow, and behind each orifice gleamed 
incandescents, giving an appearance of possibility of 
a gay wardroom dinner party in progress. Out on the 
main deck of the Honoiulu a fountain played in the 
midst of a pretty collection of ferns, and at the sea end 
of the deck, where a Japancse torii arch had been 
erected, and adorned with palm branches, Rear Admiral 
Uriel Sebree, U.S.N., commander-in-chief of the Pacific 
Fleet; Admiral Barry, of the Second Division, and the 
captains of the fleet were stationed, Lieut. Fred Me- 
Millan, Lieutenant Sargent and Lieutenant Holmes pre- 
senting the guests. Mrs. Sebree, who was present and 
was also a member of the receiving party, wore an un- 
usually handsome gown of terra cotta over blue, giving 
an Kgyptian effect which was quite in harmony with 
her style of beauty.”

bana | eutter Androscoggin recently attempted to blow up a 
dangerous derelict in the path of steamers on the Grand 
Banks, about fifty miles off Yarmouth, N.S. After thirteen 
powerful mines, exploded on and in the hull of the derelict, 
failed to blow the vessel to pieces, it was decided to tow the 
hulk to that port and beach her on some convenient ledge. 
Toward noon of the next day, when nearing Yarmouth, a 
tug was seen coming out, and took the derelict into the har- 
be and relieved the cutter’s captain of further responsi- 

ility. 

The revenue cutter Forward, caught in the hurricane that 
swept from Cuba to Florida, a few days since, made a great 
fight for safety, though finally run aground. The first of- 
ficial recital of how it raged at sea has reached the Treasury 
Department in a report from Capt. F. G. Dodge, the For- 
ward’s commander. For ten days, says this report, the 
barometer had been above normal, with no indications of a 
hurricane until 11 o’clock last Sunday night. Suddenly the 
barometer began to fall, and its descent was rapid. The 
wind increased from a gentle to a moderate breeze, with 
hard squalls of short duration and intervals of calm. The 
little Government steamer, at the wharf under repairs, 
was in a dangerous position. Out in Man-of-War Harbor were 
mooring buoys. The commander of the Forward purposed 
to pick up one of these or try there to ride out the storm 
with the Forward’s own anchors. At 2 o’clock Sunday 
morning, Oct. 10, the barometer had dropped from 29.75 
to 29.55 within four hours. Then the Forward headed for 
Man-of-War Harbor. The strong gale with violent squalls 
precluded picking up a mooring buoy. Down went the port 
anchor in three fathoms, at soft bottom veered to thirty 
fathoms of chain. Then the starbord anchor went overboard, 
veered to six fathoms of chain and thirty fathoms of star- 
board chain, equalizing the strain. The vessel steamed ahead 
to give the necessary spread and the engines worked at slow 
speed, at full speed, at slow speed again, working back and 
forth as the wind blew and the anchors dragged, and the 
massive waves broke over her. Several wheelhouse windows 
blew in and the wind picked up the water and swept it in 
solid sheets with terrific force. At 10:55 a.m. Sunday, amid 
a terrific blow from the east northeast, but in a moderate 
sea because of the protection of Fleming Key, the starboard 
chain parted and ten minutes later the port chain went also. 
The Forward’s head was hurled around to port and at 11:15 
she touched on Midéle ground, the wind forcing her on until 
she rested easily throughout her entire length. Then the 
barometer beagn rising and by 3:30 o’clock in the afternoon 
the wind had moderated. The vessel, saved from damage 
through the careful handling of her officers against great 
odds and hazard of life, only needed the emptying of her 
bunkers and elimination of other weights to admit of being 
pulled off from her soft resting place. 

Orders were received Oct. 21 for the revenue cutter 
Windom to proceed to the Bahama Islands and search for the 
alleged piratical schooner reported bv Captain Phelan, of 
the British steamship Rowanmore. The Windom is to be 
joined off the cost of Florida by other cutters. and for the 
first time in many years American vessels will search for 
pirates. Since the alleged attack on the Rowanmore the 
steamship Centurion has reported a suspicious craft in the 
same vicinity. 

The chase of the oyster boat Freddie Hayward, which was 
liheled at Baltimore and stole down the Chesapeake Bay 
after ejecting the deputy marshal who had taken her ip. 
entody, led to the lower waters of the Potomac on Oct. 21. 
The revenue cutter Apache, with the United States marshal 
on board, is now after the vessel.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Oct. 21, 1909. 

In the football game with Villanova on Saturday Midship- 
man Earl D. Wilson, the Navy quarterback, was severely 
injured while making a fiying tackle, spraining his neck. 

At the Naval Hospital Wednesday it was stated that the 
condition of Midshipman Wilson was most grave. An X-ray ex- 
amination Tuesday disclosed that one of the vertebra of the neck, 
the fifth cervicle vertebra, was broken, and the diagnosis 
shows that there is an injury to the cord. Under these 
circumstances the attending surgeons cannot hold out much 
hope for the recovery of Wilson. There was a consultation 
Wednesday afternoon, at which Dr. Harvey Cushing, of Johns 
Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore, met Surg. Charles F. Stokes, 
U.S.N.; Surg. Frank Adams, in charge of the Naval Hospital 
here, and Drs. Iden, Wood and Cottle, of the Naval Hospital 
staff. It was announced at the Naval Hospital that the 
benefits of an operation were so improbable that an operation 
would not be justifiable. West B. Wilson, father of the 
injured midshipman, is here. 

Villanova played a strong and varied game against the some- 
what crippled team of midshipmen on Saturday and won, 11 
to 6. The visitors scored a touchdown in the first half on a 
most daring and cleverly executed forward pass, the ball going 
clear across the field and over the line. The goal was missed. 
Each side scored touchdowns and resulting goals in the second 
half, but throughout Villanova clearly outplayed Annapolis and 
won on its merits. 

Villanova kicked off against a strong wind. Dalton punted 
into touch, the visitors put the ball in play, and after short 
gains punted. Dalton again kicked into touch. The second 
play of the visitors was the brilliant forward pass, from Kelly 
to McCormick, which enabled Barr to carry the ball over the 
line. During the balance of the half Villanova generally kept 
the ball in Navy territory. Several changes were made in the 
Navy team. 

Cobb opened the second half by kicking off for the Navy. 
After an exchange of punts Wilson caught the ball on a kick 
and ran fifty-five yards to Villanova’s fifteen-yard line. A 
forward pass was attempted, but the ball hit the ground. 
After a like failure the ball went to the visitors near midfield. 
There were two short line gains, and then Villanova executed 
a telling play of the cross-buck order, the interference going 
around right end and Kelly racing down the left side line for 
thirty yards, ending in a touchdown. Making a flying tackle, 
as Kelly crossed the line, Wilson, Navy's quarterback, sprained 
his neck and was carried from the field in an unconscious 
condition. Battle took his place. 

With the advantage of the wind, the Navy forced the fight- 
ing for some time after the second score. Twice midshipmen 
recovered the ball after they had punted, and on the second 
play of the kind King: seized the ball and made the last touch- 
down of the game. With the advantage of the wind again, 
Villanova had easily the better of the remainder of the con- 
test, and Barr tried a drop kick for goal, which he narrowly 
missed. The Navy made a desperate effort, going so far as to 
put Captain Meyer, Reifsnider and Richardson in the game. 
All three suffered a setback of their old injuries, and these 
mishaps, with the serious accident to Wilson, made the sum 
of hard luck much greater than a defeat merely. . 

On the whole, the work of the Navy team indicated improve- 
ment. Wilson’s play was varied, including a brilliant run of 
fifty-five yards and some miserable fumbling. He showed bet- 
ter work than any other Navy quarterback this year. 
Rodes and Sowell played creditable games. The linemen, as 
a whole, showed that they had learned something of their work 
since last game.

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TAFT AND DIAZ MEET. 
Fort Bliss, Tex., Oct. 16, 1909. 

The boom of cannon, ringing of bells, blowing of, whistles 
and yells from a hundred thousand throats welcomed William 
Unidos de Mexico, yesterday, when they met near El Paso, 
Howard Taft, President of the United States of America, and 
Porfirio Diaz, Presidente de la Republica de los Estados 
under the large arch erected near the line of the disputed 
territory in Texas. The President's special car, Mayflower, 
arrived in El Paso about eight a.m., and was met by Mayor 
Sweeney and a delegation of El Pasoans. Immediately after 
breakfast President Taft and his party, escorted by United 
States troops, passed around San Jacinto plaza, where 4,060 
children of the public schools were assembled, singing ‘‘My 
Country, *Tis of Thee.’’ 

At eleven a.m. the Presidential party from Mexico left 
Juarez to visit President Taft. President Diaz was accom- 
panied by Governor Creel, of Chilhuahua, Gen. Manuel Gon 
sales, Minister of War, and other officials. President Taft 
was accompanied by Hon. J. M. Dickinson, Secretary of War; 
Hon. Frank H. Hitcheock, Postmaster General; Governor 
Campbell, of Texas, and other state officials; Capt. Archibald 
W. Butt, U.S.A., military aide; John Hays Hammond, Dr. 
J. J. Richardson, and the President’s secretaries. A detach- 
ment of Cavalry, under Brig. Gen. Albert L. Myer, commandant 
of the Department of Texas, took position north of the arch, 
while the Mexican military at the bridge were under the com- 
mand of Gen. Mariano Ruiz. 

Crossing the Rio Grande President Taft was met at the 
customs inspectors’ office, handsomely decorated for the occa- 
sion, and entered the state carriage of President Diaz. The 
Mexican artillery saluted and the same salute was given when 
President Diaz set foot on the soil of Texas. The police and 
military bands of Mexico headed the escort. At the custom 
house President Taft was conducted to the President of Mex- 
ico, who awaited him in the reception hall. 

President Diaz spoke of the friently feelings which already 
exist between the United States and Mexico, a guarantee of 
the continuance of friendly, cordial and strong relations be- 
tween the people of the two countries. President Taft said 
that it was the first time, as far as he knew, that a president 
of the United States has stepped beyond the border either on 
the north or the south, and hoped that it was significant of 
the tightening of the bond between the two countries. 

Later President Diaz, after arriving at the Santa Fe bridge, 
was rapidly driven with his escort to the Chamber of Com- 
merce to meet President Taft, who was there awaiting him in 
the large hall, which had been gorgeously decorated. The 
two Presidents, accompanied by Governor Creel, who acted 
as interpreter, retired for a time to a private room. General 
Diaz then returned to Mexico, with salutes by our Artillery 
stationed at our side of the bridge. 

The military part of the program was the biggest thing ever 
seen in the Southwest, a grand parade that took one hour and 
thirty minutes .to pass a given point. The Artillery, headed 
by its band, was followed by the 3d Cavalry and its mounted 
band, the E.P.M.I. cadets, civil societies and National Guard, 
and last of all the veterans of the two armies. Of all the 
military organizations the 19th Infantry, with its popular 
commander, Ool. J. F. Huston, received the most plaudits on 
accornt of its location so near El Paso and its many friends 
in that city.

The annual meeting of the National Guard Association of 
Ohio will be held at Columbus, Ohio, Nov. 8 and 9. Several 
officers of the Army will be present to read papers. 

The annual inspection of the Nebraska National Guard 
being made by Major E. H. Phelps, assistant inspector gen- 
eral, began on Oct. 18 and will continue to Dec. 17. 

Governor Hadley, of Missouri, issued the following com- 
missions to members of the Missouri National Guard, Oct. 11:

The state competition for the winning teams in regimental 
and battalion competitions for 1909 will be held on the range 
of the Bay State Military Association, Wakefield, Mass., on 
Saturday, Oct. 23, beginning at 9:30 a.m. 

‘It is all very well to talk about membors of the National 
Guard wearing suitable marching shoes in camps and on 
march outs and maneuvers,’’ said a well known officer, ‘‘but 
the truth is the majority of men cannot afford to purchase an 
extra pair of shoes for military purposes. It is about all 
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many men can do to purchase the ordinary shoes they wear. 
It would be an excellent thing if every man could get the 
proper shoes, and they should endeavor to get them. If is- 
sued free by the state the shoes in many cases would be taken 
from the armory lockers and worn by the men every day, and 
when the time came to use the shoes for military work they 
would be missing. It seems to me the best way would be for 
the state to issue the shoes a short time before the maneuvers, 
with the understanding that the price of them would be de- 
ducted from the pay of each man being supplied with them. 
In a few eommands, composed of fairly well-to-do men, cam- 
paign shoes are kept in the lockers, being purchased by the 
men. It is hard enough now in numerous cases to keep track 
of the military clothing issued, and despite the greatest pre- 
caution much of it disappears. To keep track of shoes, and 
olive drab shirts if issued, would be impossible, therefore the 
only practical way it seems to me would be to make an issue 
before the maneuvers, and charge the men for the issue. If 
the articles were missing another year, make another issue and 
another charge.’’ 

Colonel Price, 3d Inf., of Pennsylvania, has ordered a regi- 
mental parade and review on the evening of Oct. 29 at the 
armory. Governor Stuart will review the regiment and the 
trophies won by the company and regimental teams will be 
formally presented. Dancing will follow the military cere- 
monies. 

Major Alfred H. Abeel, inspector of the 1st Brigade, N.Y., 
has been appointed adjutant general of the. brigade, vice 
O’Donohue, deceased, and Capt. J. H. Townsend, assistant in- 
spector, will be advanced as inspector, vice Abeel, as soon as 
the latter is commissioned in his new office. Both officers 
began their military careers in the 7th Regiment, and are 
known as painstaking and competent officers. Major Abeel 
during the war with Spain served in the Cuban campaign as 
regimental adjutant of the 71st N.Y. 

A good example of military precision was given at New- 
burgh, N.Y., Oct. 1, during the military parade incident to 
the Hudson-Fulton celebration. Gen. George Moore Smith, 
Ist Brigade, N.Y., was the grand marshal of the parade, 
which included U.S. marines and bluejackets from U.S. vessels, 
Dutch sailors, Troop B and the 1st and 2d Regiments, N.G. 
N.Y., in all about 3,500 officers and men. The parade started 
to the minute of two p.m., the time set, and the public were 
not annoyed by long waiting for the parade to start. The 
precise start. and the compact and proper distances kept be- 
tween organizations, were in marked contrast to the civic 
parade the day previous, where there was weary waiting and 
organizations strung out without regard to any regular dis- 
tances. 

The semi-annual returns of the 7th N.Y. for the six months 
ending Sept. 30 last show a slight loss, when compared with 
the returns of March 31, the net loss being seven members. 
The present strength of the regiment is 898 officers and 
men, against 905 on March 31 last. The largest company is 
K, with 90 members, and the second largest is C, with 89. 
The alterations to the armory, making additional room, are 
progressing. 

Company C, of the 12th N.Y., has secured a very desirable 
officer in the person of ex-Capt. Edward W. Dayton, of the 
22d N.Y. He has been unanimously elected first lieutenant of 
the above mentioned company. 

The 22d N.Y., Col. W. B. Hotchkin, in its semi-annual 
returns for Sept. 30 last, shows an aggregate strength of 810 
efficers and men. This is a gain of sixty-three members since 
March 31 last. The largest company is F, Capt. ©. J. Dieges, 
with seventy-seven members. Company L, Capt. George H. 
Hearn, is a close second, with seventy-three members. 

An entertaining number on the program of a ‘‘camp fire,’’ 
recently held by the Veteran Association, 47th N.G.N.Y., was 
that given by the Fort Slocum Glee Club. The Regulars were 
heartily applauded by the audience and afterward enjoyed 
the hospitality of the association. 

The semi-annual retyrns of the 12th N.Y. for the six months 
ending Sept. 30 last show the strength of the regiment to be 
827 officers and men, against 814 on March 31 last, a net 
gain of thirteen members. The largest company is M with 
aye members, and the second largest is A with eighty- 
three. 

The 13th N.Y. for the six months ending Sept. 30, 1909, 
had a membership of 1,101 officers and men against 1,120 on 
March 31 last, a net loss of nineteen. The largest company 
is the 4th, with 103 officers and men. 

The 47th N.Y. has been more than holding its own in 
membership during the dull summer months, as from March 
31 last to Sept. 30 it shows a net gain of twenty-three. Its 
present strength is 741 officers and men. Co. G, Captain 
Klemyer, is the largest company with 103 officers and men. 


Even the smallest company, B, has the substantial member- 
ship of fifty-seven. The 47th is only a nine-company regi- 
ment, but it is nearly as large as the 14th and 23d Regi- 
ments, which have each twelve companies. 

The 14th N.Y. has a strength of 775 officers and men as 
shown by the last semi-annual returns. This is a net gain 
of seven members since March 31 last. Company FE is the 
largest with eighty-two members and Company M the small- 
est with forty-six. 

The 23d N.Y. shows a net loss of sixteen members during 
the past six months, its present strength being 773 officers 
and men, against 789 on March 31 last. Company G is the 
largest unit, has 100 members, and the smallest companies, 
B and F, have each forty-nine members. 

Col. Frank K. Patterson, general inspector of rifle practice 
of Pennsylvania, in his report on the annual rifle and re- 
volver competitions of the National Guard of Pennsylvania 
for the year 1909, held at Mt. Gretna, Pa., beginning Aug. 2, 
says that the matches were the most successful ever held 
by the state, the record being broken in every match. In 
the regimental cup match nine teams made higher scores than 
the best previous record, the winner being sixteen points 
higher. In the Cavalry match four of the six teams sur- 
passed the best previous record and one tied it. In the 
Brigade match all teams made higher scores than the best 
previous record, the winner increasing it forty-two points and 
the low team being nineteen points above the old record. 
Two of the three teams in the Long Range match passed the 
record and the remaining team tied it. Twenty-nine points 
were added to this record. Every organization in the state 
entitled to be represented in the regimental matches had its 
team in the contests and every organization except the Sig- 
nal company was represented in the Junior Regimental 
matches. The new rule requiring each organization to gradu- 
ate each year one member of its junior team to its senior 
team worked splendidly, and meets with the approbation of 
all. It will go far toward making all teams representative. 

The average percentage of attendance for military duty dur- 
ing August, 1909, of the organizations of the Illinois Na- 
tional Guard, was as follows: 1st Cavalry, 84.3; 7th Infan- 


try, 77.1; 1st Infantry, 74.4; 5th Infantry, 68.8; 6th In- 
fantry, 62.3; 3d Infantry, 68.3; 2d Infantry, 69.5; 8th In- 
fantry, 83; Artillery, 63.5. The acceptable standard of 


strength assumed in reporting comparative percentages of 
enlisted strength and attendance will be: For a company of 
Infantry, Engineers or Signal Corps, 60; for a troop of 
Cavalry, 55; for a field hospital, hospital section, 33; for a 
field hospital, ambulance section, 43; for a field battery, 120. 
Organizations respectively showing the above strength, or 
greater, will be credited with 100 per cent. of strength for 
the purposes of this comparison. 

Athletic games will be held by the 22d Regiment, N.G.N.Y., 
in its armory Sixty-seventh street and Broadway, New York 
city, on the night of Wednesday, Nov. 24, and an interesting 
program has been prepared. The events are 75, 300, 600 and 
1,000 yard runs, all handicaps, two-mile bicycle, 300-yard 
hurdle, putting the shot and half-mile run handicaps. For 
novices there is a 352-yard and half-mile runs. An obstacle 
race will conclude the athletic program, after which there will 
be dancing. Company C will hold a dance at the armory 
Dec. 3, and also give an exhibition of bridge building. 





CONNECTICUT. 

Arrangements are being perfected for the dedication of the 
new state arsenal and armory at Hartford, Conn., and the 
building, which is an exceptionally imposing one, is the fourth 
largest armory in the United States. The date for the dedi- 
cation is Friday night, Nov. 12. 

There will be a military parade in the afternoon, the de- 
tails of which are not entirely complete, and following the muli- 
tary parade dedicatory exercises will be held in the armory, at 
which Governor Weeks, ex-Governor Roberts and President 
Taft are expected to make speeches. In the evening there will 
be a military ball given by the 1st Regiment, C.N.G., at which 
President Taft will be the guest of honor. Major Gen. J. 
Franklin Bell, Major Gen. Leonard Wood and others from 
the Regular Army are expected to be present. Major Gen. 
Charles F. Roe, of the National Guard of New York, has also 
signified his intention of attending. 

The details for the ball are not entirely completed, but it 
is expected that it will be one of the most brilliant affairs that 
has ever been given in the state of Connecticut.

Questions must be accompanied by the name and address of 
the writer. ‘Questions are answered as soon as possible, but no 
particular time can be given for replies. We do not answer 
questions by mail. 

C. E. W. asks: Can an Army officer apply and be retired 
after thirty years’ honorable service, and does this include 
his four years at West Point? As I understand it he can 
retire after thirty years’ service or at the age of sixty, but 
he has to retire at sixty-four. Answer: As cadet service at 
the Military Academy has been decided by the U.S. Supreme 
Court to be service in the Army, it follows that it can be 
counted in the service required for voluntary retirement after 
thirty and forty years’ service in the Army. The statement 
to the contrary in our last issue was an error. As we stated 
in our previous answer, after forty years’ service an officer 
shall, on his own application, be retired. After thirty years 
on his own application he may be retired in the discretion of 
the President. 

PENSION.—In the claims of widows and minor children or 
dependent relatives, under the provisions of Sections 4702, 
4703 and 4707, Revised Statutes of the United States, under 
which it is essential to establish the death of a soldier or 
sailor from a disability incurred in the line of duty, the 
rate depends upon the rank at the time the death cause was 
incurred, without regard to subsequent promotions; while in 
claims under the Acts of June 27, 1890, and April 19, 1902, 
the rank of the soldier or sailor is not taken into considera- 
tion in fixing the rating. The rates provided for the widows 
of commissioned officers dying from causes incurred in the 
line of duty range from fifteen dollars a month in the case of 
a second lieutenant to thirty dollars a month in the case of 
oo aaa of a lieutenant colonel or any officer of higher 
rank. 

M. B. S.—A private of Infantry on his tenth year of con- 
tinuous service is in his fourth enlistment period; pay $22. 

F. I.—yYou cannot obtain a duplicate discharge in place of 
the one you lost, but on application, through the channel, you 
may secure a certificate of service, which may answer your 
purpose. In regard to Cuban campaign you are probably en- 
titled to a badge. Your present commanding officer, under 
G.O. 129, W.D., 1908, should certify your name to the Ad- 
jutant General if he considers that you are entitled to a 
Spanish campaign badge. 

FIRST LIEUTENANT asks: Where will the different bat- 
talions of the 18th Infantry be stationed in Arizona? An- 
swer: This is a matter left to the regimental commander, 
who will decide when the regiment arrives in San Francisco. 

PRIVATE asks: If an enlisted man, after one year’s serv- 
ice, wishes, for certain reasons, to purchase his discharge, 
and his commanding officer not only refuses to approve of 
his application, but intimates that he will use all his influ- 
ence to prevent the aforesaid enlisted man from obtaining his 
discharge, what can the enlisted man do? Answer: Discharge 
by purchase is a privilege, not a right, and if the 0.0. objects 
the presumption is that he has good reasons for doing so. 
The enlisted man ordinarily in such circumstances can do 
nothing whatever to advance his chances of discharge, but 
must’ complete the enlistment which he obligated himself to 
serve. 

W: 'H. D. asks: I was discharged Aug. 6, 1909, from the 
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Marine Corps and re-enlisted in the Army Sept. 12, 1909. Am 
I entitled to the three months’ bonus? Answer: If discharged 
from first term of an enlistment for four years and re-enlisted 
within three months you are entitled to bonus at rate of pay 
at time of discharge, i.e., that of your second period of Ma- 
rine Corps enlistment. 

PRIVATE INFANTRY asks: (1) What is the pay of 
master gunner, Coast Artillery Corps? (2) How can a man 
on his first enlistment in the Infantry service become master 
gunner in the Coast Artillery Corps? Answer: (1) $40 with 
$4 inerease for each enlistment period. (2) See A.R. 305 
and ask your C.O. for general orders in regard to examination, 

A. B. S—If an enlisted man is discharged without trial 
or is finally acquitted, when arrested and held for trial in a 
civil court, he will be paid for the time he is thus held, but 
if convicted he gets neither pay nor allowances from the day 
of his arrest. The address of Lieut. S. C. O. is Valdez, 
Alaska. 

W. J. asks: Was there war between the United States and 
any foreign power or with Indians between 1871 and 1874? 
Answer: No. It should be understood that no Indian out- 
break since the Civil War has been called a war. 

J. H. M.—When the 17th Infantry is due from foreign 
service has not been decided. It will be not earlier than 


J. P. R. asks: Enlisted Feb. 27, 1899; discharged March 5, 
1902; enlisted Oct. 1, 1903; discharged Feb. 15, 1905; re- 
enlisted Feb. 16, 1905; discharged Feb. 15, 1908; what period 
am I in? Answer: On May 11, 1908, the date of the new pay 
law, if in the Service on that date, you had continuous serv- 
ice of 4 years 4 months 15 days. This placed you in your 
second enlistment period, where you remain until expiration 
of the three years for which you signed in 1908. 

W. H. 8S. asks: (1) In the School of the Squad, Par. 114, at 
‘‘Right by twos’’ or ‘‘Right by files’’ the ones on the left 
mark time. In Par. 115 at ‘‘Left front into line’’ the lead- 
ing ones half step. Does that principle hold good in larger 
bodies as follows: In Par. 189 at ‘‘Right front into line’’ 
does the leading squad half step, and each successive squad 
as it comes into line half step until all are in line, while the 
company is still in motion or are they not in line until com- 
manded to halt and each successive squad comes up? (2) 
With the company in line of squads as they would be at 
completion of Par. 189, are they ever got into columns of 
squads again by ‘‘Right (or Left) by squads’’ as in Par. 
114 ‘‘Right (or Left )by twos (or files)’’ is executed? (3) 
Being in line as in Par. 200 and command is ‘‘Right by 
platoons’’ does the platoon on the left mark time at all as 
would the two or files on the left in Par. 114, or do they 
just stand still until the two platoons become disengaged so 
the left can ‘‘Right oblique’’ in behind the right platoon?

XXXX asks: How does William Ottaway stand on the 
Civil Service list as carpenter! Answer: This question is too 
indefinite. Carpenters are examined by the Civil Service ex- 
aminers for a great many different branches of government. 
service. 

ANXIOUS ENQUIRER asks: (1) After an enlisted man 
has signed a set of summary court charges, has an officer 
a right to make alterations or additions over the enlisted 
man’s signature, without his knowledge or consent? (2) 
Does the fact that the charges are read to man at trial give 
an officer the right to make changes or additions over the 
man’s signature without his knowledge or consent? On the 
line below which a man signs, the summary court form reads, 
‘*T hereby consent to trial on these charges,’’ so that if any 
changes are made the charges are not the same to which 
the man consented to trial. Answer: What the accused signed 
in this case was the consent required where the maximum 
limit of punishment that might be awarded was greater than 
one month’s forfeiture and confinement. It is very doubtful 
if an officer acting as judge advocate would make any ma- 
terial change in a charge. He is expressly charged with the 
duty of correcting obvious mistakes. Usually the consent 
and the charges are written in a printed form furnished for 
the purpose. If an officer made a change on a charge that 
did the accused injustice he would make himself liable to 
trial for so doing. 

A READER asks: (1) How many vacancies are there in 
the grade of sergeant, first class, Hospital Corps? (2) Is 
it the intention of the Surgeon General to appoint any more 
of the fifty-six successful candidates for sergeant, first class? 
(3) About when will the next examination for sergeant, first 
class, Hospital Corps, take place? (4) Can you give the 
reason for not keeping an eligible list of the successful men 
in the last class for sergeant, first class, Hospital Corps, if 
none is to be kept? Answer: (1) About ten in the grade of 
sergeant, first class. (2) No. They failed to reach 75 per 
cent. (3) Feb. 14 to 19, 1910. (4) An eligible list is kept, 
but is now exhausted. 

M. R. writes: In your answer to E. L. E. you say: ‘‘It is 
not necessary that an enlisted man should be serving in the 
branch for which he takes the examination.’’ Is this cor- 
rect? Answer: The answer given Aug. 28 is correct. The 
question referred to the general examination, not the particu- 
lar one for candidates for appointment as second lieutenant 
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in the Coast Artillery Corps. The exception you refer to 
appears in G.O. 77 and G.O. 79, W.D., 1909, but has no 
application te candidates for appointment in the Army at 
large. 

M. 8. S.—Discharge by purchase is a privilege, not a 
right. Being a property owner would hardly be a good rea- 
son for asking to buy out. The dependence of a widowed 
mother on the soldier’s work would, however, be regarded as 
sufficient ordinarily. Remember that if you drew the bonus 
for re-enlistment, under the new pay law, that act bars you 
from buying your discharge. 

MINDANAO.—‘‘W.’s’’ name does not appear upon the re- 
ports of examinations of candidates examined in the Philip- 
pines Division during last June, 1909. 

W. D. asks: Are retired enlisted men eligible for the posi- 
tion of Superintendent of National Cemeteries? Answer: Sec. 
4874, R.S., provides that ‘‘the superintendents of national 
cemeteries shall be selected from meritorious and trustworthy 
soldiers, either cimmissioned officers or enlisted men of the 
Volunteer or Regular Army, who have been honorably mustered 
out or discharged from the Service of the United States and 
who may have been disabled for active field service in the 
dine of duty.’’ 

E. L. E.—Your papers have not yet been acted on. 

P. M. G.—F. S. P. failed in the last examination, but may 
try again for next year’s term. : 

A. F. S.—The Act of March 2, 1907, provides that if there 
is no room at Fort Leavenworth prison for general prisoners 
the Secretary of War may designate any military prison, and 
it shall be regarded as a branch of the Fort Leavenworth 
prison. If the prison in the case you state is of that sort 
the transportation allowance would be made to the prisoner's 
home, or elsewhere as he may elect, provided the cost is not 
greater than to the place of last enlistment. The $5 and 
the clothes (not to exceed $10 in cost) would be allowed.

FORT RILEY. 
Fort Riley, Kas., Oct. 18, 1909. 

In the bursting of the 4.7-inch gun during the Artillery 
tests on Oct. 11, which was noted last week, the two killed 
were ist Sergt. Robert M. Smith and Pvt. Oliver M. Daniel; 
the wounded were Lieut. Ralph McT. Pennell, Corporals Neeley 
and Richards and Privates Moon and Schmidt, all of Battery 
A, 6th F.A.; and Master Electrician Sergeant Nordquist. 
Smith and Daniel were instantly killed, both being struck on 
the head by large pieces of the gun. All of the injured were 
stunned and knocked from their feet. Sergeant Nordquist 
and an assistant were stationed near the gun and were in 
charge of the Signal Corps line between the firing point and 
the station of the observers. Smith and Daniel had been wo 
the rear in a ravine, where the men had built a fire, as it 
was a raw day; their duties did not require their presence at 
the gun and they had only left the fire a short time before 
the fatal explosion. To the chilliness of the weather, perhaps, 
‘several of the men undoubtedly owe their lives. 

As quickly as possible the observers were notified by the 
Signal Corps operator and all hastened at once to the scene. 











Help was summoned from the hospital, where the w ded 
were at once taken. The injured men are rapidly recovering. 
The accident is believed to have been due to the explosion 
of a shrapnel shell in the gun, just after the piece had been 
fired. he gun was bursted by the force of this explosion. 
Pieces of the bursted gun were thrown in all directions. The 
gun shield was found at a distance of seventy-five yards from 
the gun. The bursted gun was kept under guard Monday 
and Tuesday by Battery F and brought into the post that 
afternoon. The Artillery Board has been directed to investi- 
gate the accident and inquire into its causes with a view to 
fixing the responsibility. 

_The body of Sergeant Smith was sent on Wednesday to 
his mother in Grand Rapids. Daniel was a married man and 
left a wife and baby. His body was buried in the post ceme- 
tery with full military honors. The funeral was one of the 
largest ever held at this post and was attended by all the 
regimental officers, the visiting officers, the regimental non- 
commissioned staff and Batteries A, B, D and E, all in full 
dress. Both victims were young men, Smith being twenty- 
five and Daniel thirty. 


FORT ONTARIO. 


Fort Ontario, N.Y., Oct. 21, 1909. 

This post was captured by the ‘‘enemy’’ Thursday, Oct. 7, 
but it did not remain long in their possession. The ‘‘enemy’’ 
in this case was Co. D, 3d N.Y. Regt., of Oswego. The com- 
mand reported at the State Armory ready for business and 
without the men knowing what was in store for them. They 
did not dream of an attack on so supposedly impregnable a 
stronghold as Fort Ontario. The company left the armory at 
7:30 o'clock, togged in heavy marching order. The main body 
was commanded by Capt. F. D. Culkin, with the advance guard 
under Lieut. F. W. Plank, the support under Sergeant Mc- 
Donald and the scouts in charge of Sergeant Monohan. They 
proceeded to the post, approaching it from three sides, and 
when within firing distance poured in volley after volley upon 
the almost defenseless garrison. After firing about 4,000 
rounds of ammunition the post was declared capiured and 
the battle was over. The militiamen marched back to their 
armory well pleased with their night’s work. 

At the first sign of attack the calls were sounded and many 
of the men and officers who were downtown hurried to the 
post to see what had happened. They could not penetrate the 
“*enemy’s’’ lines, and had to submit to capture. The firing 
was heard for many miles about, and the natives wondered 
what it was all about. 

The following Thursday night an attack was made by a 
force of eighteen men of the militia company on the State 
Armory, which was defended by a squad of seven men. The 
attack was successful after a sharp engagement, three prison- 
ers being taken. Lieut. E. B. Mitchell, 24th U.S. Inf., was 
the umpire and decided in favor of the attacking force, say- 
ing, however, that the decision was no reflection on the de- 
fenders, as they were outnumbered. The attack was witnessed 
by a large crowd. 

The baseball team of Company E closed its season with a 
game with the Bowan Stars, the crack local amateur team. 
The post team won by a score of 5 to 4 in one of the best 
games of the season.

SOLDIERS’ FOOD. 
(From the London Military Mail.) 

Interesting experiments have recently been made with 
a view to discovering the best method of treating meat 
when carried by soldiers on service. For the experiment 
meat was tried in various ways, viz.: Slightly salted, 
hardened on the surface by frying in fat, packed in the 
canteens, cut into small cubes and dusted with flour, 
pepper and salt, cooked in bulk and cut up into portions 
with liquor and cut up and stewed. It was found that 
meat partly cooked was very successful. After being 
confined in a mess tin for two days it was still sweet 
and wholesome, and made a palatable meal. As small 
cubes the experiment was highly successful. It remained 
in the tins for fifteen hours and was then cooked, and 
the stew was found to be exceptionally good. The result 
of the experiments shows that the rations should be 
split up into three meals: Breakfast, stew; midday, 
bread and cheese, and the evening meal, steak. 


HARVARD-WEST POINT GAME. 

On Saturday, Oct. 30, the Robert Fulton, the newest 
steamer of the Hudson River Day Line, will run to 
West Point as a football special to the Harvard-Army 
game.
